in the air.” A lonf; strip of land this latter, called 
the Karposs, between two seas, sometimes loss 
than thrM miles in breadth and never more than 
ten; with a rantte of hills on the one side, their 
height gradnally lessening till the tip is reached, 
which resolves its«rlf into a knob of islets called 
“ Thu Keys of Cyprus.” So ends a natural break¬ 
water which admirably protects the bays of the 
eastern i;oast: Salamis, where St. Paul and .St. 
Barnabas lauded in the year 45 ; and Famagusta, 
six miles further south. Famagusta was a harltour 
of the .Middle Ages, S4i iiegleoted by the Turks 
that it was almost hloektsl with sand. It has lM‘eji 
greatly altenMl and improved shicc the British 
occupied Hie islimd, but unfortunately only by 
tam[>ering with the splendid fortifleations df a 
stnuige old town and generally s^joiling the hind- 
seape with uimeoesiiarily hideous sherls. In spito 
of these, Famagusta, ” hidden in the sand,”^ with 
its Turkish inhabitants, its shrouded women dwelling 
amongst the ruins of Gotliie churches, is absolutely 
unique, l^m outside its massive stone girdle 
st-mtehes—right across tbe island to Morpliun— 
tho great treeless plain known as the Mesaoria. 

In the springtime when tho oom and the 
beanhul barley are ripening for the <nekle and the 
poppies j»re a.s scarlet as can be ikgain.st u blue 
horizon and a sapphire sea; when white lilies are 
in bloom along th«» shore; and the scent of orange 
flowers and jasmine is curried on the warm soft 
air, the Mesaoria is a goodly place to visit. In 
April summer enmes and the gohlen ears fall 
beneath the encircling blade ; but the plain is gay 
for some weeks still, for each village has its threshing 
floor. Women and childnm and old decrepit men

They are vratered by a perennial Hpring whi^ the 
wise people say comes from a sabterrancan reservoir 
fed by the winter rains collecting in the hollows 
of the great hill. Perhaps ! Tradition has a story 
to tell of a wonderful river, “ the rainless river 
bom out of the world,” which comes to Eythraa 
from the Taurus mountains of Cilicia, forty miles 
under the bod of the sea. Wherever its source the 
ancients knew best bow to utilise this bounteous 
stream. It was guided over the plain, some twenty 
miles as the crow flics, to Salamis, for the a'cll* 
being of the inhabitants in that once famoos city 
on the eastern coast. Now and again may still 
bo seen on the Mesaoria a solitary arch, broken 
and defaced, which shews the course of that old 
acqueduct. It is one impress of Rome, most practical 
mistress of the world: another is the I'oad which 
encircled the whole island: and yet another is the 
newly excavated Forum at Salamis, the largest 
known. 

The early tree dwellers, as may bo imagined, 
were not left long in sole possession. Never a 
great nation whoso boats and galleys sailed the 
blue highway of the Mediterranean but sent them 
to Cyprus ports to colonise, to conquer, to leave 
some imprint on the country, or on the manners, 
eustoms, or religion of her i>eople. ^Vhether the 
desoondMts of Noah’s son Japhet were real immi¬ 
grants or only mythical, certain it is that the social 
laws enjoined in lA^viticns and Numbers have been 
handed down from the earliest times—long before 
history tells as of Jewish settlors—and still survive 
amongst the peasant population. Hebrew traits 
of character and Jewish features are observable 
in many a Cypriot.

At the beat of tiinE;!# KtCmft ia poor. " Forty 
mile# from every where,” a ateamer only now and 
again, and xnaioly mule tranaport hy road, tend to 
isolate the thief town of Faphoe the rest of 
CypruB and the groater world beyond. Beside# 
evuryune g&ya the Grech Cypriot ie a iMy fellow, 
eating and driuking, and idling in tho wiiilst 
hi# wife works for tliu Inmily. Ho takes no tbo^^ght 
for the in0iTOA\ If it bo a rainy day, lor him it i# 
indeed a dEiuge ; but poverty aa it is (mown in the 
great cities of E-arope—the terribkx awfulnew of 
de&titution in snow and bitter cold—hardly oxiRtf?

to the dismay of their Greek priest f 
Farhapfl that is the reason why the little chnreh, 
with Its dedication to Aphrodite, has he^ ns- 
chTutened in honour e£ a male saint that there 
may be no possible chance of ftnph a soandalotia 
mistake ai^ainj for it ie now known as Ayio^ LouJ^as. 
Xt is situated on a rocky slope where once ntood ^ 
puJace of the pneat-tiiigs who served the “ fraftrarit 
^tar ” of the Greek goddess, alter that dread ago 
when the earth waa icebound and slowly amarging 
frotp a frojicn wuitcr's droarJneM wbioh had per¬ 
vaded aU the world. So it bad been with the 
mindB of men and was etill thus, ao gradnally 
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did tliioy iM^gin to raaliae aoiao groat uiitnown 
([>r[:c. outftido tVierrtSQlTea. Earth ijualu?, tompnflt 
aad othor Htraiipo calamittoa of naturo ami tLo 
nJtcrnatiflii of birth and doath wero anrcily the 
dofligu of Roma teiTfiblo deities, more ot leas like 
human heiB^^Sj but gresteTr ’I’hoy must bo prflpU 
tiab&dj TTOifihippertj imd for these loaiyone, ma- 
tcjflalised, iSfaturilty onougb the bAaiunijag ol 
pemomdcatiou tfos a stone. It waa often blai^k ■ 
perhaps meteoTic, for thou it had cextaEnly come 
direct from He&von, a thunderbolt of Jove. Of 
BueJi wag tho symbol of Astarte, whoBo mysteriona 
Cult the FhcoDicians brought -with them, to fJyprus, 
It was they who hnilt the great Templo with 
monoliths pdod one on top of anothiu*, .kept in place 
by their own ennrmcms weight: giEint blookHi as 
if the founders wunild have the yet unborn bPlJovo 
this immense tcUfioc was mised by gorlft—not mcD. 

Meiuiwhile out of the west Jsamo the jEgean 
earth mother sikI flailing flwiftly over the bine wnttsta 
aho Rank: to ba horn anew els IjOvo on the shores 
of Paplioa. Eiaing from the white foam of the 
wave, by the perfectiou of her beauty and lier low 
gwB^t langhtAT she made herself Queen over all 
Cyprus. Eor the drat time Spring came into the 
whole world and Ailed it with gla^uess ^ with the 
joy of youth, of love and of life, Floweia Rpmug 
Tip banoath the footEtepu of tho goddfiRfl as she 
poaeossed herself of the Raarod stoua of Astarte. 
Tho air o( the sanetuftiy was dllcd with the aoent 
of rosea and of aromatic plants placed on the high 
AltiLT which was never aoUed with blood, Incjanae 
was tmnit before the cone shaped idol [ it was 
anointed with oil at the great frativals and carc’ 
folly dried with toweia by the priesteiwtjs, who, 
with joiued hands and dowlng veils, performed rt 
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inyfitLc rinf! dantip aroiiritii iJio Ayinbol Tfijich irag. 
kopt veilpcl. The iwn [pft it iiiitotielted althnufjh 
the Miirt where the cenp gtemd was open te the 
ally. There were other myeteriee. The oraele q£ 
the ^oddejii!, very fomoTii.^ ’wMther flocked rrom 
all partB crowds ol meii hUnded hy Lheir hopeis.” 
The flfterllitial idtnrB in the outer court were purified 
by prayer ind fire: the entrails of the ltid4 
flMd for divination ,■ mi^fujiee ^ere drawn from the 
flights of cToves that found a home in the Q.'emplo 
precinctfl and became Ircncettirward attributfta of 
Aphrodite, This was the principal offtoc of the 
high ttrieatjj wlio wore jiJgO kin^^ ; of that son of 
Apnllo, the gweetest of all aingera faTTnui nia 
tMjauty and hia wealth, who founded the royal 
line of the Cinyradoo. He, a splendid legendary 
licTO, was a skilled ivorltEw in metals who invented 
the liaininer, the anvil and tnngs and who forged 
the fufuOns suit of urmonr worn by Agantemaon 
lit the fliege of Troy, Trndlcion says wo must also 
tliMiik Ciuyims for the hcautifnl Cypriot pottery 
of the early bronsc age and the ereemy tinted 
amphor® of a later period. Ke certainly would 
have nothing to Mky to what is now produioed iu 
the island [ All the beauty of the by-gone art is 
foi^tten. What docs-persist, stran^ to say, is 
n debased mndel of a ctueeu erowned with lotos 
leaves aud towers. It is the liead of Aphrodit* 
with a crown > of towers, tike that engra-ved on tho 
obverse of the double staterii of Meades who 
surraundeil Paphos with fortresses when ho plotted 
wdli Antigouns against Ptolemy. He had surren^ 
dcfcd Lo Egj-pt and was forced to haug hiiiiMlf at 
night, flic iast Cypriot king of Paphos, though tho

what a hopelegs ruin r So Simla of it left 
that to vieuolLac its height ttod grandeur is well 
nigh impossible. Its 8toji.es. ha^'e been ecuttered 
(iir and wida over the surrounding eouutiy. Mrst 
partiaHy dostroyetl by a terrible earthqnjLke, it 
labniilt in 15 B.C. by Aiigustut Cmsar, and repaired 
in the reign of Vespasian, probably after a similar 
catastrophe which Eoiiebius mcntioiii as having 
laid “miate three cities hi OypruB. But its real 
downfall vr aa due t<] tlie rise of Chrintianity and tbs 
cpnsoiiTient expulsion of the gods. The fortunHH 
of Pahea Paphoa ■were bound up with those of the 
Temple and when the city was uo longer bdd to be 
the oeutiT of tho iihivenie it ceased to cxiat. Whsio 
it stood in i>art is now only a little modern villago 
of Koukliu whicJi; prcscrvcB in its jiame tbe memory 
of the priest biiig >?icocle3 and, in fiomo ourious 
au^Tfitition#, that of Aphodite. 

Strange custjuns cling about the ginut monolitba 
loft forlornly on the Temple sito; and, outside it, 
nearer the sea where the pilgnnis, who landed at 
New Paphos harbour, probably halted to iierlorm 
their first sacrificial rites before they entered the 
greater wiotuary of tlie OoddeM. Thcro Btand o-n 
the shore near together, two iminonse pillars with 
rectangular holes, bVc little windows, about which 
antiqnuriaui; ha-vo ruuoh to aiyy and to suggSat, 
The pcasautu have tlicir own ideas on the eubjeot 
which are of a very diderent character. They 
call thorn holy atones. » and the women put their 
habiefi through the openings to make them well 
and strong j or they burn lueaiiSR of olive leavea 
bofore the “ Ayia ppbo and Lang soiub fragment 
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'ftf their ^mfinta to tlie monolith to cure them' 
waives oK WoFr Then 0- warm he«JthgiTihg breeao 
hoAta in from the »aa and Pheaba^ Apollo aanda Inu 
rays to MIL maleuin gorms. So nature doc^ hor 
work and th? holy stOnes got all the ereditj a not 
unuauAl ooincldoDoa in lui imjaat worlds They 
silently taJw their share in all the (loublca of mator- 
nlty and ht that wor^e trial—'When no child comes. 
For the normal woman in the Waat;, thia ia a sorrow ^ 
but for any woman in the East it le a tragedy. 
The Cypjtufi peasant goes the holy atone for aid 
and perebance a haby is horn to her. Jf ahe has 
no milt to feed it, she repoura to the rninad Temple 
of die Earth Mothor, and jit the deaerted eentral 
court its cutiinea aaggosted at the corncriB by 
-eyelopuon hlecha, ahe seeks out the Galatcra 
A huge, uneven upright monoLth sharply defined 
against blue sea ajid shy. 

So it would seem, for the peasaaits at least, that 
the eiUt of Aphrodite, stitl. lingers at Eouhlia amidst 
the fragments of her ancient palace ^ but the scholarfi 
ore all agreed that her saeredL aymhel, which had 
l>«n Astarte's, has ooinplctflly vanished from tVin 
sctniQ of its Adoration. I» this really ao t At tho 
back of the great quadrangle, near tho ISlnrth' 
vrent corner, lies proiiB the nmat emious of all the 
holy Stones in Oyprua. Tt is very dark in colour— 
ft greenish hlaolc—and ol a strauge aubataaee, which 
is neither marble, nor granite, nor like the ’wonderful 

■ cement ’which the Cypriots ha-vc quite lost the art

Tho ^eat Temple Koukli^ was bnt oii& of majiy 
raiaAtl to their QoJdcafl Quoan hy the 
Cypriots and the pilgrims who throngiacl to the 
Paplijan shorfl. Her worship extended all over 
the iglattd. At IdFition,' in tbo Interiorj b sjhcrod 
grtivo is atill haunted by memories o| the lover 
“ that by her side lay klllodj’^ and tho aaaetBsiy 
nt Amathut wae founded in tlinir joint hontint; 
All the chief promoutories Cypinia tbrusta forth 
into the MediterTanean boar silent witnufls by 
some edifioe fcha,t it was Love’s Island: cspocially 
the Temple Aplumdite Awniit “ at the eKtremo cud 
of the KEirpEiss, which most have bcco visible lar 
ont to sea. All that lou^j^ low^ hilly ridge in the 
fipringtime ii niiulu exquisite by a far ^readin^ 
carpet of anemoujcs, flowur o( Adaiiis, whicli 
sprang np when his blood lay Spilled. Thfl qn«l] 
of flowera Love claimed for her own and tho goldan 
qiducc apple, first planted in tbo Garden of Heape- 
rides, 't’ine, cypress and cedar trees were sacred 
to her. TYith thftir stately mournful grandeur 
they guai'dcd a ahrine that o^’ertopped Troisdoa, 
the highest moiiiutaiQ of the Olympian range. 
Aiiothor altar crowned the fluai peabj now called 
Stavro Tooni, which ataodg out boldly in tho 
laodaoaps of the plain, brenst shaped. So mmerona 
were thay^ so varied the numa^ 40 detailed the tia- 
ditions of each spot that a Spanish travcLcr of the 
early 19tli eentnry was puzzled. For some reosen 
bfst hiiown to himaoK he was posinf under the 
pseudonym of All Esy, aa an Arab Prince of tho 
Abbaasidea and descendant of the Prophet’s nticb ] 
Still, as he was eareful to in form hta readerfl he

The Fontana AmoroBh at Cape Acamaa 
niifiibt cBTtairily haTe been dedicated to a Goddess 
of Love, but Burcly it wafi Eeauty incaxnafe who 
hsthed at the springs of YeroBhipos and whose 
gardenB at Koufelia eloped down the rocky incline 
to meet rhe F?p.a. Seit' was her p^lapo where she 
pay was coiivinoed of it—and w'hlle 

oooteiaptatbig the Manalns of this stnpandouB 
bnilding awsribwl to a. wemnan ” he compared her 
in hift mind with Catbatino the Great of EuBsia ! 

As to hot othpr Seat, only nine miles away at 
New Paphoa, hc did not commit bimsclf, baying 
Kin attention oceupietl by the grayufi on the shorea 
of that strange place. He mistook them for 
dwDllitig houses and really may be forgiven : they 
had perplexed other travellers of his time. Along 
that dLLAty pL&in close by the &sa, and iiiterMeted 
by eTCtcscnwa of rock there are bnman habitaEions,.

And now, behnld, tho hand of the Lord is wpon thee, 
and thou ahalt be bbod, not Bccing tbo suu for a 
season. And iuamedlately there fell on him a mist 
and a darkness: and he weD.t about seeking some 
to lead him by tho hmad. Then Clio dejmty, when 
be. saw what was done, believed, being aatonished 
at the doetrino O'! tho Lord.” 

So it came to pass that Cyprus was the flmt 
oonntry to have a ChrLatian ruler and from that day

abroad. Moroovftr^ he was able to extend protection:

Hamou!) wB^ the qtlier £reat Temple that was 
rterticated to the mythical lovers of the ^gean^ 
to Aphrodite and Adenia, whoae ntea tetbiw. heiug: 
eelobrsited with pomp and glory whutt ISariiaboa 
and MArk drew nigh the proclacts. 

They managed to cuter the town and (dr one 
!ihort hour fouiod rest and hos.pitality heiiaath the 
roof of a poor widow, but Uur-Jeaua who persietcntly 
dogged thcii footeteps, soon OTertook and jnflamsid 
tlie Jews aguiiiiit thmo. Shaking tha rtiiAt Exom ed 
their feet, friendless and pursued hy n relentless 
hate that followed anrt enwrapped them an a 
luweriug eluud precedes the oOmiUg StOrui, the 
mlBsioiioilcs wient swiltly ou their way towards 
Kitlon. Already sm efseited mnltituds hwl collecwd 
on Ehu Jtaco-eonifEA to await their ciuningj and the 
ham of their fiuy filled the air. Forced Co turn 
antrte, iiamaban and Mark took ahip at the port 
without the city aud sot sail for ^nlamin, the older- 
Apostle knowing, or nol^who cau say f—that to 
return to his birthplace rneant for him a tenible 
martyrdem and death.

IV.—ST, CATHERINE’S PRISON. 

WJtliiu a short walk of St, Bajnahaa’ Tomb, 
lying low on the plain, is a curious domc^ahapuil 
construction.

Hie 
little girl grew np to bs a (uvely woman and a fervent 
disciple of tbc uew Eaith. When slic was of mi^- 
riujercablo ugo lior parents wished her to accept a 
Itusband, but slio dooliued saying she could not 
unless one were found as fair and wise and rlcJi as 
herself. This her mother thought so impoasihlc 
that sbo sent her daughter to geek the advieo of a 
hermit who lived on an islet In the ee* near Fama¬ 
gusta. 

Wo know that the eonfigTiratiun ot the coast has 
slightly alterod and that the blno watorg which once 
wwshed the walls of that beautiful old town Lave 
receded ahont a foofs pace in every year. There¬ 
fore, long prior to Venetian days, in tho 3rd oeutnry^ 
no doubt portions of high, ground in that locality 
were surrounded by tho soa..

The ancient city^ Kition, was ^jroat and giorioue 
in tbe cIsAsicai a^o; wm ronownetl as the birth* 
place of Zeno,, founder of tha School of StaioB at 
AthETu ; iiud also ft^cintcd with it was tha eeta- 
brated physician ApolleninA wboae miraclcB of 
hcaTinfi! ■wfite cempared hy the pa^^ant with these of 
Jeaup Obriat.^ When l^phos iind Anuithns were the 
robgicuc capit-als of tb* island^ Jtition lanlted; only 
sewnd to SalaiuiB as a port and commercLai oity. 
It if! eighteen BiEI&y distant from the iattar by a I'oad 
that first HVirta old PoinagnftUk, yeere round to tbe 
eouthwest aerthsf^ the Mesnoria till Pylft is reached 
and then lor a couple of hours after mirhlavj ah 
the laat Atago of the jouruEy fiwfts the sun.

Christianity hatl Btarcely smothered paganism 
out of acti^ existence in f^yprua and become 
orystalliecd into a form of ti'aditiou and hierarchy 
acceptable to the people, when a new foe arose in 
the Efut, arrayed under the green banner of the 
Prophet, fanatic and fonnidabSo in every acnat. 

In the meantime palitieolly the island, at tbo 
^rtition of the Roman Empire^ had passed, under 
tbo oontrol of Byzantium and wa^ directly govornFsd 
tyy a Conmlartfl appointed from Antioch, tt hud 
bec^e pMSperous and wealthy^ tharcftne wYirtb 
mbbiug. When the flcroe atruggla opened betwaeu 
CrewB and Crescent, Moslem Arahe invaded this 
outlying comer of the Bjiautine Empire, which 
oeerM more often that not to have been entii^ly 
At their mercy.

Oil this higtonc oeouaioti ConataDtla was deecroyed 
before the approach of a large army frum Eyssantium 
forced the conquerors to netirb th i^gypts but m 
leas than a year they were back again la the island 
which they piUajered, and Paplioa waa levobed to 
the ground. 

Amongst tho most o^ted of Moawiych’^a 
foltowera was the Lady Umm Hiirdm, wife of Ubada 
ibn ag-Samit, who accompanied her husband for 
the conquest of Cyprirs by parmbision of the Prophet 
himmlfj to whom aho waa akin.

4]f AthiJi. Then the l^rpphet auBworcd licr request, 
saying, “ Thou ahalE be of the hxst.’^ As will be 
realiwct later tlieae words W’Oto prophoilc and are 
aoeoLLtilcd aa u " dieiufeHt miracle ” of the Apostle 
of God. 

It wAK the &7tli year of the Flight of the Fi-ophet 
when thift dieom of oonqueftt aud couveraioii wita 
sent frcim heaven and the ex[}editiOD etarted O'ut 
of Medina en route for Tripoli in Syria. Acoompa- 
]ii«l |iy many eolcliors they passed through DainaBona 
atid Jeraflaiem, hot before roaehing Itamla tbo Lady 
i/ittfli Uardm leceived hospitality from e Christian 
lopnk, who had throe ononnous stones in Mft house.

The triumiiiliaJ JotLrnQy of the luleama wan oiie 
long sncceBsien of miraclca: even the trees alon^ 
the lr)iD of route Etowed fhemseTvcs to the earth 
Then She was horitc to iicr moontain iiamu. tjho 
Dover leaves it save by her own oonc.mTCnee:, or 
dealre. On odo oynasion the monka thought to 
place theiT treamire in iotnft shrine more atoeBsille 
to pilipimii. The iftont tvas immovable and thn dia- 
pleaaiiTO ol the Panayi* nvideiaeed by such a terrific 
storm that they speedily abandoned the attempt. 

It is only iu times of peril and need that the 
Jilixmsa has gone out from her sanctuary r wiien 
Arcs destroyed monastery and church, when tlio 
dreaded Turks earns Over the liilia hot toot in search 
ol plunder; when her f>eople have boflought her fa> 
intercede for them and Bend the blessed raiin 

Even the fanalital Moslems have been thanliEal 
f(iT her intorventioE, so awful arc tho consequences 
ro Cyprus of a prolonged drought. At one such 
period rtf grave anxiety the Tarl£]!?h Oovemor Miit 
for the Abbot of Eykho. 

“ I hear, O Monk,” said he, that thou deociveat 
thu pco'pio with a eoiftaia picture that thon bast.

^untnirnt udgie!i kiHsecl by the salt waters of ii 
purple glo\Ping; sea. Tha hoaveoiy were all blue 
and geldeiir In an agony of supplieat^ioii the 
Abbot flung hiiusAlf before the Meoma and Shu 
had eompasaiodL Tliara eame up In tho sky a Jittlo 
floud " no bi^oT than a man'^a baud that preeenUy 
pflvered it and ovot alt Cyprus there fall rain, 

Thtt mere ujjual eonree of events is noit ^nlta no 
sodden. When the emnas have signal ted the pacing 
of summer by their own noisy departure overhead, 
fha eluods begin to gather and disperse again add 
ugnln, for perhap.H a fortnight and more ol exper- 
tatton^ ere the first eagerly awaited shewors falL 
It iA jujt before this may happen that a great 
Festival and Fair are lield at Kykko On the Xatlvity 
of *'■ the Most Holy Mother of God/ Our Lafly of 
the IRhI]].” 

A1I the mountain aide ia thronged with pilgrim a: 
It ip dotted with single flgureA or little groups of 
Cypriot Greek peasants in holiday garb. There 
are eneampmenfs with gipsy fires where ter days 
they all live, sleep and eat beneatb the diabaut 
roof of the blu* sky. On the wide lodge where tho 
monastery stands are rows upon rowa of weary 
heaatp, that have brought men and wbmoo and 
children aad merehandize up tho hilly slopes frem 
Limaesol and Lamarya and Paphos: oad from the 
naarsst village? of KaJopanayiotis, Yeraki^ and. 
Pedoulfts.

The 
price ■depend.B on the gay coloured embroidery round 
the edges and where the Ittcing at the back adapts 
the jacket to the width o£ ajiy wearer’s hack; 
widening from the top dowuwandB. On the tiny 
pocket the year is marked when it was worked and 
the coat may last Eor a decade or more with care. 

The whole eourlyard la turned into a bazaai' 
for siikH anti cottons, irtandtlyfa, gaudily atriped 
towels and hedsprciads; and in one corner mouAclaM 
if; sold u[Ld eaten in sauceirH at a great rate. It 
looks so tempting; a sort nl blancmangB made of

For tho highlj^ favonred few 
who visit the Abbnt in bis parlour tiny eups of 
coffee are pserved and glassM of the famous Kykko ■ 
miwitTchff., that is a wnnn red coiour, cr amethyst,, 
or amber.

Below him was 
tlie sound of running water, clear and cool sts 
piyfital even when tha Biinimer (><m flhone 
It happened on a ni^t in August, when tlie 
hermit was ap^nt with fasting and preparation fox' 
t-lris Asanmption of the Biassed Virjgir, thevt, fronx 
henoath a ptuo tree 'a Aheitor, he saw a. grOAt light 
kbfar off, ponthwardj neat the awv. It aetmed to 
bnokon him, aud he toso bb iu a dream, and made 
hII baste to roach the coast. Ho rame at lougih 
to a landing 9l:age for boasts at Moxiha, near Paphos, 
and thnro, to hU; amazement, found thivfc an ifcow 
Jiiid been washed ashore, 

that time a wave of Iconoclasm had Jnat 
ft wept Over the oxxtsiEhs world and a heretic womasx 
had stolon the JSleeTisa. ^ho dung it tar out to 
MB, tbinlcing to destroy it, but the Hum doated 
on the MeditcfTancan till it reached the BhoTt.s of 
fyprus, where faith fiurvivud, 

Still dreaming, Ignatius bonL and rcvareutly 
hiBsed tho Italy pteture. Then lifting it ahoxildor 
high Ixc caftifid it away to hin mountain home. 
At dnwii a great fear sd^d the monk, who could 
not flce hia troaiiurp, when he Jirst awakened from 
hie tranoe ; nor did ho hnnw whex’e it might he. 
Had it, after all, heen a meire fancy bonx xd his 
ilrcauihig in the silent watchaa of the night T 
Whilst he yet wondf^red, hp. heard a Voiee railing 
to him that bixde him be ot good cheer. It guided

aud coifunaodcd Lini what he should da.

And havinj^^ conaiilted togetbev, they 
built a nhurtih in which they placed the picture and 
dedLooCed thia shrine to Onr Ohuritoble Lndy of 
HhoTa, reigning PrlncoBs” and " Gloiy of the 
Orbhedox.^’ , 

One day it hefel] that a certain wcimUj a hcretio, 
who doairtd to injure the i&onr pnshed her wa-y 
ineelently into the church. When 3o ! hor eatrance 
ma btrffid bytt award wielded hyon invisible handj 
ao that Rhc coold not erose the thTrshotdr TremhUng 
the wornum oonfr^sed her R-in^ wea pardoned and 
hccamc au OrthcnloK bcliavcr. 

By one miracle and another tha fame o( the 
‘ pftcred picture wan spread abroad. Of the servants 
•of the VirEin who had recourse to the holy springs 
of her eompaji^ion^ none aouj^ht help in Tflin. 

A j)Oor captive at Papboa^ who had boom foiood 
to deny Christ, whs taVen up out of prison and carried 
to Xylnfagus, where a boat awaited his coming and 
he sailed away to safety. 

The flyeg of a blind woman were opeooil ito that 
• fihe saw again the glory and the glow of this beauti* 
ful world. 

Some Cypriot Eishops in danger of Shipwreck, 
ffnng on the fluyging waters some earth Itom ChryBor- 
roiatuwB and imiuodiately the stoma abated. 

Another Bishop, Meletios of Larnaka, was 
arrested at Constantinople by the Admiral, but 
Out Blessed Lady intervened to save him. Ho

Yet, Id spite of the UiTine "ProtcctrcjKj the

work holow of thti Apoetie Lnkei 

In the bopfliiniug of the ;i9th centniy, the well 
known artiat John OoniaiOj oalled John the t^retMif 
copied the pictnro and set nroiind it initiiatureft ot 
its hiatory _ aud the miiuKuiouB events which Lad 
enhanced ite fame. The last of these portrays 
thu of Nudji^ tJeorghakif Xieglstiai' of Cyprus, 
wlut had suiTortd fTrievooBly ut the hauda of the 
nufnithfulr but hi^d been unKtaioed and consoled 
tliroughont Ills triids by tho Mother of CJod. “ In 
evcrla-stlDg romcinbraticB the Kcgiitrai- bofdowed 
On the iWoQUJ+tery tiro gift of yj] anttiiue silver Crossj 
inoiaad with the Xen Stations. It w:w in 1801, 
when Joalteim {who caiwed Jolui tlio Crofan fo 
i50py the Holy J&ort) was Abbot of thle place. 
Some Bay the Ctobb helonged ortginally to the 
luicient chui'cli of stavros in the deepeat solitude 
of the woodlands^ w'herB only a littlo wayaide 
sliriiie now uiarkB tlie site. 

ChryBorrolatifisa poBBeeaea also a jewelled chalice 
end crown, and a beautifaE Good Friday piotnrE 
of the HuritU of OhriBt, worked in faintly tinted 
Btlks and unveiled for the pleasure and praige of 
the passing atranger. There are ancient EaaEer-

Ilk tLo yoar 1J34 wbeD CyproB waa still n fra^numt 
Of tho Byzjintino Empire, “ beneath an o^ near 
liflTlcajra, a child wm boru, dcatmed to grow up ■with 
rather original idofte unlike those of bis morfi normal 
flMOciatcB in a Cypriot 'village- This waa uaturatly 
a groat trial to bis pnionti, who were quite ordinary 
mortals and would ha-ve preferred a replica of 
thomfietTes -with the faultA left out. 

Even in his early boyhood Jffeophytua ssejiis to 
have been given up to mueh thinking j to reflections 
on life and its insoluble problems ; and to have 
decided thus early that the more nanal conditions 
of existanoe, such as be had seemingly been born to, 
were moat nHHatisfactory and not for him, 'VSTjen 
his parentB insisted on his betrothal at eighteen, 
mutters eflme to a climax;. He fled. 

The future lirrmit o.E the Enkleistra ran away 
to a Monaj^tory on Kiitzoventi, thn highest manntaiii 
00 the Kyreuia range. He cloeo it deliberately 
as being the most insicceasibk! neliglotis retreat in 
all Cyprus, furthest from his welbmeaning bat 
■nnaympathclic family. Amongst lifers tragedioa, 
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fliTiBlag from tho oomp'lete faiJure to uiider- 
anotber^a sOtiJ, thcm^b gi^tly lOTlug and near 
akin, ar? by ao mcaiut the l^aat. It wan bo with 
tliaao poor peasants, Iot tlie auxiotiB aod unhappy 
parent Bought tboir boy for mootlia aniij having 
found him, took him into thcLr uncongooiai 

homo. Morryf however, he would not, and, nt last 
tliey jeaJiaed they could not bend him to their way 
of thinking. Eoliict-antiy enough they let him gn 
hack to the Mouftstory of St^ John Chryfloatom 
to live and labour a.^ a inonk benoath the sliadow 
of an ancient lortreBS EuHaventOj better known to 
"Ciypiiots as “ The Paiswe of the Queen.’^ 

It bad boon built, tradition, by ft royal 
lady who was dijifiguired by some form of lepToay. 
In this roglc's ueBt oC Rtouc she could livo out an 
afflicted 1 ife^ lier.i^ulf inme.en, whitst from that 
lofty peak she looki-d down over niwvrly all the little 
world of Cyprus lying three thooRand feet boldw. 

Thou a atrange thing happunod * A little dog, 
tho compneion of iter solitude, caught the dread 
diBOaso from Ida mittrofia; yot, as tbe days w^nt 
hy, WTis slowly but surely enfod of it. Guided by 
the instinct, whicb reason has nearly tlnven out 
of mau, the animal had found, a miuerai spring e-n 
the mountain Bide aud bathed in it. Those pre^ous 
waters also healed the Queen. In her gratitude she 
raised a mouastory m the gioiy of God and that cf 
St. John OhrysoBtojoQ, aud Iivc$ in, moukiah legend 
by the Jiam^ Mary O'! Molino and in portraiture 
humbly kneeling Tjafore the Queen of Eeaven. 
It ia taid too that she nded oviar Cyprus,, and that 
the regalia, the ialand^s crown and two iBocptras^ 
were oneo kept in marble oases in the ehiiTcli, till 
SI Turkish Pasha heard of them suid carried them 
.away. 
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It wii* in thiB that Heoph^tLia toflk 

Banctuiry, ’working La its vineyandB. and it wfu;- 
’wilMu ito dusky waUa that h^j a luCurn histarinn 
of O^liTda, first JlBainsd to read thy PsalUir aud to 
writo. iloTiDtonous as mufit ha^'O l>ean hia daily 
toil and desolftto tbrjt mtiunfcaLa top, he wfuj not yot 
contuat. He pineii always for tnoro oomploto 
isalaCion frum hlE fellow mecir Ho soo^lit it, Eigaixt, 
imauccxsualuhy, in Che outlying desort planea of th* 
Holy Land^ whon Tit paid a bis mootha’' visit to 
Chriiit'B tountry. Then in ubodEoucc to a ’Tiaion 
he Totutned to Oypmrt and landed &t the tittle 
port of Paphos. AinilesB and gndEioiilcl ho ’was 
one djy loiterinjj near the landing stage and doeka 
’witli a Jbair irii'mod idea in lua mind of s^ihiog away 
again from his native land, when the guard arneslffid 
him in misCako for ft fugitive slave and thi'ow him 
into gaol. This solitude, without liberty, wafi not 
to hiB liking, but luek lly for Ifnophytns good 
frieuds Infereated thumsolvcs to obtain his release, 
Not, hewovuT, before hip carptens had rxibhed him, 
of his money. 7#ttve Cypma tlton ho could not: 
to remain in tbe island was Ms deatiiiy. 

Alone and penniless, he ’waudered to ICoukilft 
senrthiug for aomh eftve so dcsolato that be would 
he for ovftt undisturbad. At length a pitying heaven 
came to his aid and Bent a star—a bright Bt«r in 
the JFliiab^tn guido him. It lad him hack past 
I'uphos and along a Tond that cuts through the 
muden] village of Ktema and paaswa where tha 
tiny hauiiot of Emba^with Its ohiftli^^a^ now iirarks 
the wa,;’. Then euauea hilly coiuitryj which mes 
grudnally in a laild of white limeptcmer By day 
an iL^tirc sky paled asi it mingled with the sea’s 
intrajscr vi’iddnpM. Eoichanting gUmpRcs of rippling 
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TTiiyAA broke thTtJiigh cleft rocts upon tli* ffakHdorer^s 
vjBioiij for the ‘■'^warin bine June spread up^m 
the earth j Blue samnier o™thaad, wlthcrat it <^oud 
to fleck itfl mfliant glarej Without n breath to stir 
the sultry 

On and on went the would-Lu hermit tillj about 
nine miles from Paplioa, he reBohed aomc giant 
crags that in Jauuaryj his? f^te mmith,, are whiter 
and even more- fleiithly still beneath a fjuilt of 
pnow than in the long days of aainmer. Aa this 
mnltfij a cool cascade fulls leaping and gurgling 
to Bow into a- narrow straight ravine, shut in on 
three ftiden closely by the liills. Against thoir 
greyish whiteness innnmerablo trees, eiowded 
together, fling in verdant profusion their olive, 
emerald and loyrtEc huos, vyiiig triumphantly 
with tho everchanging colours of tlie sea that bandA 
them in Jiko a wide ribbon at the foot Of that long 
fertila, sleepy hollow. Eor the whilom woodman 
and vine growisr of St. Jolm Cbrysoatom the valley 
was Tfiplato faAeiiiii.tiou. On midAnradn'r 

night, tho Feast of Froctj'omoSj ^ his guiding efar 
ahono brightly abo™ the i>ouUL-cast corner. Me 
halted beneath it at the Mountain of the Bees.* 

Kore surely wm the peaco Jus sought, untroubled 
by the presence of Ms ftllowrtieu. Wbo also but 
ho would wish to como ^o this forgotten vaEley I! 
Ein footfalls holy resounded on the llmeatono 
roeks of the silent hills. To his ^questioning call 
no answer came, savo the echo of hU own dear 
spoken ohallenge to tbe cragt. He was alone E 

" Tho notes of tbo living tMngs that do not sleep 
by night hut make, music by reedy pool4, in under- 
wood, among (he blades oE gross and along the 
banks of st-jneams were audible.” There was the 
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Kcmmi d[ cloax roonui^ wattr, Wlien tLe dnwu 
luroku anfl thfl aun roaoj fko low cOfling oi wockI 
pigeons and tlio songs ot all the inigraat bird^, 
■^oging their flight to the p&aka ot Cariunania. 
fall on hig lietening em^. Nought else! Alone 
"With - Naturflj where he might ponder in solitude 
Upon the ctcrjial myaterjoSj whilst tho waving 
lea^y houghs '‘whispered their bohFdioitca.'’ 

For six months Xcophj^tuS tivod in that cave 
from Out which hongy streamed. Then hg strayed 
westward to found thu monoatory (a^m^ Stetanl. 
JSh planted a saercd root ho had brought with him 
Ttem Jorclftn, the aromatie leaves of which aie burnt' 
to this day in the swinging oansera of the aooiytes 
n^iit Boon he went bade to tho Talley^ and within 
the towering reck^ whicli imroediatoly faces 
Molisaovonijon, he hewed for himself a honnitoge 
Tlio outward limita of the EnHeistra lie along 
a wdge reached by a long flight ot stepn. The ori- 
fiimd cavern wag divided into three diatinot parts, 
Hrst^ to the extreme loft ig a tiny ehiureh of the 
Holy Cress with aacred pictmeg painted closely 
together pell mell ou itn rooty, nn&ven sides 
A TOW of fleatedf severely conventional Anoatlsr 
Alls the entire length j Abraham entertaining the 
Angels a ^ote corner f the Last Suppw, with 
Judas iFftidng ^rosa the table, his hands in the 
dish, la l^ed where the light strays in upon it 
through the open doorway. 

Tho Actuary too has fragments of forms and 
colour not yet pooled off itg ddofl, and beyond the 
Holy Pla<® is the hermit's own little coll, with b, 
paintmg of himsfllf at prayer. Quaint and comfort- 
it ]g aa when h(^ dwelt there uging a, low stono 
bioet for a tabic and an other as a seat, beside the 
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tomli lift littd prepeiTed in ft rccesSj spinet tLat 
4Lfty whcB Death ’weuld fturflly bft hia Ylattor. Tbwe 
Ea a capboatidj ttiOf ’whci'a aire now kept graeKome 
Tolicft; skullA and bouea of the BaSnt’s diftciplca. 
TV>ir despite his efEoTtH> he wasi not permitted to live 
out Elis life in the strict Bcclufjon he so earoeatly 
dMirtid. 

The fame of the httmiit had somcliow gone 
nbroad anrl liad reached the ears of the newly elected 
SffiJkop of Paphos, Basil Kinnamos, who would 
ordain thia hoEy monk a priaat and j^oncl Eiim com^ 
paoiona in his solitude. Then pilgrimB came in 
over growing numbers till at Inat St. Keophytus 
again made a bid for seclnsiotL ; a Emhl attempt to 
lid iiim^lf of the unwelcome mnTtitude (Jiat 
crowded to his cell. 

Old though he waa, net far ^hort of throe secro 
years and ten, he began to hollow out another 
cavern bighiu up the- editf. The woj'k wm d angeroun: 
groat Atones eaiuc rolling down and bite Dovil 
nearly killed the saiut with a rock which, lortu-^ 
nately, was stayed by hia monastic habit so that 
he escaped death though his hand wea crnshedH 
The Brethren of that Oonmuiiitj' which Lo, all 
■unwiahiugly, had feimded, prayed him to desist, 
hut he would not till his work waA done.' On mid¬ 
summer day 1190J Feftst of Prodrorrioa the herruEti 
triumphantly dedicatod bis uew oelE to St. John 
the Forerujiber, whoso life lie Atrovc to emulate. 

The second Enkleiatra was extremely dilhenlt of 
acccfla. It was. hewn out, through God's grace, 
above the eliapel of the IIoEy Cross, with which it 
Kommunicated hy a small hole in the roof. Thus 
the saint might toke part URseen in the sennoeaj 
hiddeu away iu his eyris, to which he elimhcd by 
means of a ladder that he drew up after him. 
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ThBM he (Jwclt. iJoiio for fiftoan ysnra and moM- 
occasloualJy to teach the sccfets oF' 

virtue to hift di?eip]M, 

Caim^ a day at Ifijigt-h when the rigid auaboritles 
the heimit practiacd made Jite’a lamp to flicter 
dimly, Ero yat the flama o( the stmi had been 
blown Out,*' ha tried to euBunt for his dea<l Lnody 
tbftC eternal peiujo for which ho had go vainly 
iiriveo ah the days of its oiistetitie. In death, as 
in KICj ItB craved Co bo entiroly forgotten bv hia. 
follow mon. The Brethroo were eJuirgcd not ^ only 
to hide him away in the tomb ho had piopaTed, 
but even tft pftiiaL xu bo oiMiiihg 

that nouc niJ^ht gntas his body lay beneath Chat 
sacred piih^urc. 

Tiic oenturiep parsed by j flr-o of tliom in thoir 
long snecesflionf and to all appejirancca Jt would 
apBiii ho had indoed achiovod hia strange uttupnal 
amhiCioR. TVirriblc vJoeLHsitttdoA bftfcJl the Mona- 
story and tho EroLhren flod. During tho Tarhisli 
Ocoopation tlie f^aranmnians inyadMl that an-litarv 
yalloy^ and tboiigh Kuchuk Mchmcd Paoha drov^ 
them out of Cyprus he and his followers did even 
more hurt iu their quoat of spoil. It i* aaid. he had 
the Abliot -Teacliim dragged from hia hiding place 
at Phom, rubbed with honey and irapaleO to bo 
tortured by Che bets. Phe Moglomfi put out the 
oy^ of tho ikons in tho Ohapel of the Holy Cross, 
and raging firos blatkencd for all time tho roof of a 
^vc ooiuie^cfl to PTOdromoa with pamtiues by 
the Saint Noophycus himself, which lies beyond hia 
fiiyt colt and tomb. Though his grave happily

lurlM and Cftmmaidaufl it was futile to have hoped 
It would Iw for aver undisturbed. For a tradition 
bnecred m man s minds, whieii afUl poisisto, thot a. 
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viiJiifible trett£ure haul boon builflid within the pi^- 
etneta of the Enkleistra. 

It happcna that, between the cave the HwaJoma 
fired and the Hermit’s first cell, there is a iflde 
atretch o( roek in whicb the arcii of a door Is jodi’ 
eated by plaster mouldii^ and left iDcomplete on 
all it? Tight hand side. This imflnighsd entrenoa 
iirnnsoii enrioslty- Resides, if tha inside walls ol 
of the eai'os are tapped, so hoUow ntt the pwaads 
emitted that a secret walled up chamber imjTiGdijitflly 
Su;^,^eetS itself to the imaginative mind. 

With some auoh notion in, his head, on the night 
of tlie S^Sth BeptcAibeT^ one of the Brother¬ 
hood stole quietly away to the Enbleistra »nd 
began to wort with hammer OJ^d chisel at the 
masonry by the Saint^s tomb. He could not Jojnto 
up the heavy covering stone, so tried to break it^ 
when suddenly an unseen hand struck him soPiiQ' 
leu to the greund. 

At dawn the would-he thief recovered conAdous- 
ncss, but stricken with remerKn and terrified ho 
sought the Abbot, to whom he imido lull confosaion 
of his sin. His Buperior went with him to the seeue 
of his reecjit iaboyrR and discovered the woodsu 
eofflu containing tho forgotton body of the saint. 

Ho taint of death hful come n%h unto it. The 
grave clothes, he had himself woven fell to pieoea 
and tho chain girdle that he wore bad rusted', but 
all Ms body was a glory and the tlosh as though ha 
Jived. It Beemed as if not Death, but Death’s 
brother, ^leap, only a few honrs si doe, had gently 
rloAod those tired eyas from w'hich the light had 
fled flvo OBntnriea before. 

Here revealed was the hidden treasure, the pride 
of the JEuklcistra^ held hy the grave. 
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Ttifinj sJqcs it had becji deiirfHsd tliat hia ’wlfihea 
were an. lujiiglit cmnpnicd wltJtt tba in^Tocable 
W'dJ, tbo monkfi lifted the Sivint out of tbs it<»AtiTig' 
place hijmRell h&d choacn and laid him in Che n&w 
(!r™t church, ni} the adjoiiimg Mllaide, ttiiit had 
b««u erected in hia honour, iTow to bn forgrjtten I 
nie body liToa on In momcodes and miracu’ 

loualy cmctH their ilia. Perohance it has been gr&utcil 
to his spirit to attain that pearr&ct peace hie aoul 
BO gnsatty craved and which pneaeth ail under¬ 
standing. 


Neophytus, pcacn lever and herniif, had lived 
through one of the most troubied and stirring' 
period ft e( the is1s43d''a history. Seated iii hie rock 
cell _bceide the stone slab, which Eorved him an tabTo 
he indited to some nntiujTrn "beloved spiritual 
son " a lengthy opigtie “ Concerning the MEerortunes 
of Cyprus." 

Bbr full two hundred years, under the rule of 
Byiantine Katapans or Governors, the C^riota 
had eu.ioyfid a woitdcrful immimity from war, la 
ilS4, however, whsn JCToophytUS WAS jwst fifty* 
a great nephew of tlio EmperO'r Manuel I. appeared 
In the island with forged Imperial letters and ™o- 
eFaimed hmiaelf Deapot, This he was in very deed 
and trutlij BO that the people groaned under his 
savage opjuKwgion. To quote our hermit chro- 
nicler r .rcruwtlpm having fallen under the rills of 
^e godPesA Suladia and Cyprus under that of Isaac 
Komnsnog fightR thonoeforth and wBra. tumult 
and tnrbuleiifK, plunder and dH!a<[ eveuts covai«d 
the land m winch thftge men ruled," 
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This tleploFAble utatc of thln^ lasted for g&ven 
jfifijw and paved the wnj' for tli& conquftftt of tlio 
island by Eiohard a w.iri*!ie tiim in the affairsir 
of Hi«n " ’wbioh aBCoctod the whole futnre relatioiw 
of the East and West with one another,*’ 

In Aprils 11^1, the Kin^ of England, l>ent solely 
on rescuing the Holy Scp^ohre from Sftladiu,, wan 
prooeoding to Acre with all sail set when stress of 
weather ^rcod him to put into Crete. A few of 
Ills ships were driven by wind and wave to Cyprus 
and among them a gnlliot, baviug ou beard Joanna, 
the widowed Queen of Bieily, and Derengnria of 
Eavarme, betrothed to EichJMrd, Three of the 
'^'eeeels were wreekad off the ooa.^t and Isaae distin¬ 
guished hiniBelt by plundering them. Ho then 
robbed and took prisoner the Burvivois who had 
KOBoeedod in reaching his iohoepitfliblo sKotes, 
jVlthough the Despot had married a sister of Joanna’s 
dead hnsband, such a ruffianly cur wq£ he that the 
royal ladiofl feaved. his proffered BssiF^taiico more 
than the tempest and stayed on board their ship 
at anchor in. the harbour of Amathus, known in 
th& iSth century us Liiriasfyol- 
Mcontime Elehard ha^l crossed from Crete te 
Ebodes and was driven by a seoond hunienne into 
that sanoo GulE ol featalia, whoae atonny waters 
fit. Helena had been able to subdue by throwing 
into them the Holy Nail. He nrrivod at Amathan 
on the 6th May to ff ud hia botrethed’a ship threatened 
by four hostile gaUeys. Isaac, having failed to 
eajols the two detenceless women Into landing had 
determined to posaesi; himself of them by force.

_The Despot’s anny lined the shore but could not 
withstand the nish^ the fqxiouk Onslanght of the 
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vlioee orjro^ foil tliirJi nnd fast oa 
litfl Lsdt, I'hfly f[i;d prccipitaliclj. . LiTnaugnJ Traa 
taken and d{^pailo<]. Isaa<> tried to rally lila demora^ 
}fned Cypriot lovioa fthat loved him Httifl) and boasted 
^aitdly o£ dcfeatop tlie EnjSflislj kin^ neTt day. 
Eiobard] howoverj did not await its dawning. ETe 
enrpriflcd the DospoCe encampment in the night 
time and forced his enemy to fly naked under oovor 
of the darkness to the meuntaiiiaf AoeompHnied 
only hy a few attendants. Alt Jaaac’B horats, tents, 
armour and treasuTes foil into the bauds of the 
Engliai]^ including the Imperial atandfljrd wrought 
in gold, which Coeur do Ivion sub!?equ&utly pteaeuted 
to the Bhriue of St, Edmund the Martyr at Bury, 
Conqueror and conquered met hy j^rmngemiont 
o£ the Jfastar nf the Uoapitaller? in a very large 
plain between tha w-a and tha Jiighway, close, by 
the city oi tiiniaseo],” where a peace wa 5 coneluded 
betweoD ilicm. Tjiaac agreed to accept the English 
king as hiB aLmcrain and put all hia lortrcMan in 
Bichard’a hands as u pledgo of Lis fidelity.

■ A third battle completed tha EngiiBh king’s conquest 
of the island within a fortnight o( sighting It, find 
sfl Koephytus -wrote in his letter, " forthwith all 
ran unto htm.” 

Thw followed grcafctejoicinga, IStea and banquot- 
iog« in honour of "Victory and ita hem Cctur do 
T^ion, “ triumphant in levt us well as in -war.” 
Nature too was radiant and; smiling for it all 
happened in tho month of roses, which, in Cyprnfl 
falls in iJay.

Meanwhile Isaac had Hod to the vory tip of the 
Ball’s Taa], where he bid in a forcified abbey built 
on the gito of the atOOiont t^nuple o( Aphrodito 
Finding hbnselE fthaiidonod by all his 
peopie he surrendered to Eiebardj who eventaatly 
oarrifld him ofl to Acre and there handed over hia 
enemy to the Hospitallors. Aeeording to traditlou, 
the Knights hept him couhnod in their cattle at 
JIargab tintil dwth released their captive fronr the 
silver chains, with wrhitdi hu had been Eettemd by 
th« English Kin^. 

The dofoatod Despot hud left a daughteLi' in the 
stronghold of Kyronla. Biehard plaood bor in his 
wife''g care, ftud she also left Cyprua for Acre with 
the two Queens on the Idt of June. 

On Wednesday in TVhltsnn weak Jtichftrd tailed 
away with Pdl hia galleys, leaving his newly acquired 
ktum^om in charge of Itichai^ of Ctunville and

the Cypriote who had apathetically awaited the 
di'parture of the English King, wot;B to the fact 
that this had by no means doUvored tliom from a 
foreign yoke, a 4 they had confidently espotted.

TempCans camo to an 
abrupt end vith a bloody affray in, tho Btreot-B of 
the capital. So retlnted were the Knights in nninbor 
that they could not posaibly hold all Cyprus, but 
the few who survived that Eftstwr Bundny tumult 
of 1193 contimied to adnunister largo cj^tates in 
the ifllansl until the downfall of their order, whoo 
tlieir posBcesions ware oouflscatert to the Hoapitallexii. 

The largest and -wealthiest fieE of lliose Kiiights 
lay in and about tho ^listrict njf Ltmassdt, whieh in 
thiB faT-famcd country of Bacchus had been from 
time immemorial tho principal sent of the God of 
tha Vintage. So it is still, The southern slopes 
of the Olyinpiuit range and of the Hill of Dawn ^ ate 
thickly planted -with the lew growing vine, whoso 
yield of purple fruit tha vilhi^ fermonta an did 
his forefathorfl of eeuturies a^. Ha keeps it -in huge 
aarthenwftre jars. He transports hia “Mavj-o^* a ^tid 
his “ Aftpric in tarrtd gnat-skins that flavour its 
oontenta^ a liking for which uooda to be acquired.

Viewed from tbc hay, the predominant fcatnie 
in the landscape is the nsw Greek Cathedral of 
Ajfia ^Vapo; the largest built ^fuiea the Brltfeh 
Occupation. Eieing high above tbe single storied 
dwelliugii immediately around^ it majeetically fronts 
the sea. Behind, in the middle distance, large baic 
hummocku make a fitlitig badEgronud for ifa white 
wallfl and domes, and towering above ajid beyond 
all, are tbt paabs of the aoiithcm rnmmtaine; of 
TrotidoB that is only thirty miles away. 

It Js worth while to climb to the top of the 
Prison attached tn that mcdliavsil chapel, where 
[ratlition sjiya (tar Biehiinl of England wmi married. 
From I lie roof of the Gothic fortrctet built more 
probably by the first French King of Cyprus, Gny 
do Lnsignan, the eye wanders over tlio Peninsula 
of jUiiroGri and 1 a caught by the ibusliug glitter of 
the sal 11 ahe lying to the south -wcaf. There diould 
be in fntnio the now and splendid hEirbonr ro much 
needed already for Tjimasaollg increasing trade in 
wine and caeobs. 

Steven mFloa distant from the town and also west' 
wan.1, a hue, well-preserved atronghnld rises boldly^ 
squaro and masAlve, saventy feet above tbo long 
flat promontoiy. It is the ■llVfwer, well named 
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Kolosji, wll6]^u the IIoapitaTki*& liad tLeir head- 
^narterB, which ovHrlookad iwid g'niirawi t*e oliiol 
awnBime, the Grand Oommondeiy, of this pow&rfnJ 
and wealth^r Oder. For the easier adiniaistrfttion 
ef their eatatea, it -was ever the custom of tlie Kni^hta 
to divide them into Commanderiea. Of these ther 
had three in Cyprus, greatly auemented by the pni. 
pertjes of their rivals, the Templara, who had enoa 
held ondisputci eway over this district of Ltmagsol. 

To he established at Koleasi as Qmd Commander 
■was an honour eagerly sought by the Breihren of 
the seven tongues represeoted in the Onlw. More 
often thm not, to the scandal of the supiome autho¬ 
rity ontside Cyprus^ It -waa ths iauguagB ef ProvenM, 
romantic laud ol “ angel and knight and faiiy ” 
that swayed the Coimcils ef the Eospitallcrs in 
isle of the Levant, 

They had lost their magnibcoQt castle in Syria 
when Aero fell and dreamed ol another such forLmss 
of which this imposing giant tower would ha the 
nucleus. Great wealth waa in their grasp; in the 
rich paatarage inmiediBtely around them; in the 
vast planfatloDfl od sugar cane stretching over thia 
low iBvei ootmlry* They hmugbfi water in by 
acquedneta fought thoir neighbonrSj thaCornaro, 
ovar their rights to this fnndameutal source of all 
riclics in the East. There wj*g the winn industry 
as well for which the Knights wore famed. The 
Sweet and potent madeira'known all over Euicpe 
Commanderla was manulectiijcd from half-dried 
grapes grown at Kolcssi. 

U Boomed aa il there need he no limit to tho 
ambitious projects of the Koapitadlens, yet thedr 
stay in the island wag, after ail, ol short duration. 
They telt thamBelvas bOO muah under the dommiou 
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ot the Frfttikifih Kipgg, and, rcsflutlng' liny iiiter- 
fareuoe, moved thair hendquartera to Jthodca in 
151 Qi. Tim do*a not imean, however, that the 
Kui^hts reflijtdicd their (jossesisiOrta In Cypme, Ou 
the conEtaiy, they ooDtinued to administer them 
jut hcrotoroTo, aiid, for at least two hmidHid ye^ 
to exorcise a considerable infliiBiiet on Cypriot 
alldira- Evon trom a distance tbtir relatioua witli 
tbe Lnsignaita were not altt'^ays hemionioLiB, and 
they lotrJgLted witli one aide or tbe other ot riv«l 
claimants when tlic eucoession to tbo tlirona was 
in diaimtn- But Typrufi was, to a great ftitent, a 
emaadiii^f State and dependent on Ttlsodea tor armed, 
assiatanee, if the mtorosts of Latin Cliristendojii 
wero thieatcned on lior own abonaSr The prospect 
of mutual advaula^^. from time to time banded 
Kings and Knlgbts togetlicr in an alliance against 
pomO eonmnon foe, un^ cnenuea proved too strong 
for tbt Order. It was the <3«no<ac and aiussnlman 
invaaiona that sinwiy but surely broke their i>owor 
and achieved tbo ruin of the Grand Commaudery. 

The Tower^ as it stands to-d&y with Its creoeLated 
battlements, muFit have boon rebuilt in the lOth 
century, and, by a turn of fortune's wheel, became 
rile prO|3erty of those Corjiaro wlio had quarrelled 
with the Hoapitaneni uvor water riglits. The head 
of the family was allo^vcd to adopt the title of 
G™ml Couuuander of Cyprus. In clleeC, Kolossi 
formed a portiou of tlic .reward given by Voiaioe 
tn (hiurpiii flomaro lor bis eompJiiJsftncc in assisting 
tbc Ihepiiblie to dOpO&n his sister Catherine in the 
laUT dny^ of tlio island’^i bistory. 

i^lnrru now of its mertiicvul giandBUT, of tbo j>oiiip 
and glory diKplaynd by tlie baughty Kni^lits of the 
Holy fhess, tbe great pile of stone baa bfico con- 
1 ‘erLed into a- private dwelling occppied—irony 
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of late—by a Syrian faring and hiE fainlly. The 
dash of armour and the cJon^ o( steel are hoard 
no more within those peaceful preeinets guarded 
only by ait uircAnny hedne of eastorn prickly pear. 
The last hint ol bygone feuds ond Tivalriee tbat 
etiiiga about the giant walla is the evorlflating 
s^iuabble over wat^r rights, whielL sMU pcreiEts. 

X—TKli ATtM&L OF THE LUSTOXATfS-^ 

During EJ chard’s lightuiug conqueat ot Clyprqft 
lie had reosi^'od some jjssialwnca Irom Guy dc 
Lusignan, King of JurusaJem^ vho opportunely 
aiTived iu the island at the ciiticai juctare when 
Isaac Komnenos broke faith with the EngUsh. 

Guy hod been unfortimate. The Eloly City had 
fallen into the handii of the SaincenA and he had 
jnst emerged from captivity. The high sound¬ 
ing title ho bore wait Iilh by coortesy alone, and 
Eiehsnd con(5ui™l the brilliant idea of mahiog liim 
Lord of Qyprns by way »f compoiiaation. This 
bold stroke of dtplomacy kept safe the island for 
Crusading Ohristc^om as an ontpcst and ratoge 
n^c Guy a King de tacto; and solvod for Biehard 
that tiresomo pnoblfiln of the repayment tc the 
Templart Of £300,000. 

Guy’s first atop was to make Kcturo his poeitiop, 
bat as he did homage to Eichard for Cyprus he 
never aspired to Kingship of hit? now realm and was 
contout with the shadowy hoooura of the oue he 
bad lost. He only lived two yoare and was suoooodod 
by bin brother, Amaury, another of ths throe adven¬ 
turous sons of the Comte do la Marche, who had 
chosen the Grusadea as a means to climb fortune’s 
Itulder and par chance reach Keavon at the end. 
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Tha Sflcond Lusigofiii to rule over Cypms had, it* 
orown coufomMl upon hid hy th-e Emperor Hanry Yl. 
AXnaury wm 3r flue soldier 'who nKJOvered Berytixa 
fifoin, tho ijflflLlelj) in 1198. Ho acizod the opportunity 
of hoidiug there a oonmatioo oeTemony to maintain 
pubhety bifl rTsiois befaw the aasemblod Knighta 
to tlie Klugidoia Godefroi de Bouiflon bad fomidfeil a 
■oentiary helore. Thifl act waa the evidsnee ol hie 
o'lvn heftrt^fi cleaire and that af nJ] bis raco, “with ouly 
out uooptioo. Oig young Btm Hxigd I.^throujihout 
a reign of eightesB yeajG, stood cmnpletdy aloof 
from Puluatinn. After hia death, for nearly three 
decades the crown of Jerusalem ’wtw ever a ’wll!-o^ 
the-wisp, di^ngliitg and glittering JuflU out of reach, 
before the diu'^led eyes of the Lusignan Kings of 
Cyprus. It ’WEIS aa though they had been bcTrftched ! 
Either from personal ambition, or from purer 
motive* of religions zeal, they dreamM of actual 
flovareignty ovorseas; fought and died for that 
distant, nominal MEgdoui ’which held the Holy 
Sepulchre. 

They finartered the amiB of Jerudaleni with those 
ot Cyprus and displayed them on their Gothie 
fortresses and abbeys. Hugo fv, placed hig throe 
shields above the Eofeqtory door at Bella Paeao, 
in the Kyrenla dtatiict, where (by a miracle} thev 
may yet be seen. 

Httgo^a third suoDcsaor had hJmself crcmned 
King of nTemalciu, Cyprus aud AnmeDia, adding 
another ooat to the aimonal bearings of the Luilg- 
naiis and a royal jurisdietlou as vugue and unsub- 
stfintial as that of PaJestiiiOL JBut not as fsH" a'way. 
A long streteh of the bingdom founded at the time 
of tile Gruitades can be seen with the naked eye on 
a. eJear day across the blue strip of water that dividee 
it from the Karpass. The AnntnlanB themselves 
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cal] 1th al: portion ot tholr unhappy country which 
lies wwjst ol the >11uphral3M.j Les^ Armeniar All 
ot it that cancemnd OypmK and it^ Kinge wii^i com- 
pnued in an dent Oilieia between the Tnorua moun- 
tainfi and the eea. It chuld be tnwelled over fTom 
end to end in tiitcen daySn aud was mainly popolatod 
by Christian triboe, partly Greehj partly Armeniaiij 
who liad fled fnjm the per^eutibrni of Tartars and 
Torka. 

liesser Armenia had been governed by desoendanta 
of the bouee regnant oast of the l^nphr^tes, who 
claimed that they were of Israelite origin and fttrovc 
to he a^ independent of Byzejitinm as cirenmistances 
permittod. Two of thoSB Priiioaap Melior und^ after 
hirri] Itupln of the Moantalns tried bard to balance 
on the fence equally between the Greets and the 
Latina. Lao I., whom Amisnian writeni oonaid^r 
to have been a really patriotic mlerf courted soJcly 
tha favour of western Ohristendom, But for his 
assistance in 1190 tho GruBudors would have siarvetl. 
In retnm for his splendid fiospifality, Henry, 
afterwards Rmparor of Gormauy, sent him a hns 
standard emb]a;:Dned with a lion rampant—an 
allusion fo his name LcO—'Which ha and his snccesflora 
substituted for tha aarliar aimn of tbeir rooJniH tha 
cagle^ pigeon and dragon of Armenia. 

Eight yoarK latar Henry had Tjan ernwned hy 
Gonr^ of Wittelsbaeh, Ardibisbcp of Main^ j an 
act aignifle^nt of ecelesiastical rceonelliatlon with 
Eoma, aakuowledged by tbo Bopa. He died in 
1219 IcAvlng Mb dominions to an InCiuiE daughter 
whose two huebands Philip of Antioch and Hay ton, 
BuccfSBlvaly tilled Over IjCssw Armonia for more 
than hall a century. In another fifty yaatB tha 
imcartain fortunes of the liftTe Crusading Kingdom 
became bound up with thosa of tha adventurous 
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familj^ t>f Irimifiiian; &t ftriit with ■oouiiiiifi of tlit 
CyprioE Kiupfl, But alrcfidy Ums tide which lecT

TLo whole vista of the Kyrenia plaiiii is remmiseeut 
of western Mediterranean coasts. The tiny port, 
with its rjvH old bouttca built on top of ancimt 
tombs, might have Heated over from Italian shores 
and tahcD michor^^ge to help create in pypms nn 
injinita variety of soano. The great sgnaro ea^tfa 
on guard with its rounded towers bears out the 
inusiou. It is one of the oldest Latin monuments 
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in thfl ifllatud aaid ta liccpitig wth all the otiiBr detjailfi 
ol A rostilol iaedie»7fiJ pietiLne^ 

Only the fliinnetJi uie of the East. The golden 
glory and tht tints of roEe-Tdolet and purple, that 
Jlf^ht up the hills at eventidai ore too vl?id in their 
apipndour for Eojopo. But they serve to throw 
into greater Bignihcancc the majeetio outlines^ the 
pointed arehee and trucBriBs that oamo out of thu 
West ; the Gothit thCautieB of the Belle Abbaye. In 
all the Levant there is oo pile of ancient architecture 
an fine as this ; nor has any Other &e well witlistood 
the ravnj^oj! o£ time and the neglect of the Turli. 

Tradition saj-s the Templars fonudod the Abbey, 
and no doabt it stanrlfl ou part of what auoe was 
their property l on weibwoodwl land, with wsber^ 
duly fiye nuloS eastwnnl oE Kyrenia. But they 
were mouks oE Saint Aagoatln, not Enlghts, who, 
WE! are told, first worshipped in that grajid old chnrTh. 
planned like the CistcrdiHU Cathedrals of rnodisevat 
France. Vaulted arches Bpring low from pillara 
too Splendid in their proportions for adornment 
that would only datraet Erom their magniheeut 
simphoity, 

A Huperh poreh facos the setting sun. 

Bye'and'bye, when Thioiry ruled oyer the Latin 
ehuroh of Cyprus, the monhe prayed that th«y 
might adopt the white habit and inle ol Saint 
Nocbflrt, whose chieE foundation was at JPn^imODtr^ 
near Laon. Later Again this change was alluded 
to in a Papal Bull of Gregory IX,, who Eonnd it 
needful sharply to reprimand the Brotherhood: to 
Tdcall their vow of obodidiico ioreapect of the dioeodfln 
at iN'ieosia. 

Notwithstanding lecmTlng disputes, with their 
eoclesiasttcal superior, the fame of the Commuiiity 
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for the strlctiieia of thAir nJe and their BaoctlCy 
gpraad t* Armenia and ohtaLcted a oAHvert for thorn 
from the ro^r^l hongoj a Sclgocuif if Gorfiigos, who 
boeame Brother Ajitbony. Or wtis it that h&— 
an oriftntiiJ—.was prafoundJy Lnipre^sect by the 
mitrod Ahbot^ who, when he rode forth from ^ei 
WMired portals of the Bolla Abbaye, wore ^^Idod 
epnfs and s word ; privilejtcea acoorildil by the rusigrtao 
KiD^H. Hugo III ? ThuB crept In among the Pri- 
mqntrtfe the vaDltioe of tlio world they had forsworn^ 
which proved their ultimato undoing. 

Whan Hugo the Great nilcd OypniB he favoured 
the Order beyond otbere. It plesBod him, who 
loved all that was esquisito in art and Daturc^ to 
viflifc the Monastery and pray with the fervoiir of 
uiediKval piety in that flue Abbey Chuivh, which 
the Crusading ideals of. the Weet bad ralaed up in 
the near East to the glo.ry of God. Tn this reign 
belong the buildings wheno the monks lived, which 
ai* thft wonder of auecefiding generations. Even 
tho ugly iriLOdArEi Greek bell-towor above the gate¬ 
way—itflclf more hldaous by oontraat with the 
ancient pilE.--canuot spoil tho boanty of the Belle 
Abhaye. 

On that sheltered ominsitee of the Kiyronla 
hlllfiideftf the mvilisation and art of Eome had pre¬ 
ceded that of Eianco and left a marble sarcophagus 
soalptnred with garlands and dainty pagan ligorcs 
in mcmorlam- This was ingonionsly utilised as a 
fountain for ablutions set Just within tho wide 
clei&tor facing the Ecfoctory door. 

The splendid dining-hall is intact to-day aS itwfts 
when the Brethren gathered there for meals^ sii 
centuries ago, listening all the while to the reading 
of a mon^ from a earved stone pulpit rsdJied above 
them by the wall. A t^tairway built into the 
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thictacsa of that structure led up to

Timo 
ani;l again the Community rebcHetl against the Hetro- 
polican. They forgot they boro the title of ** Umi- 
iiatij” so arrogant and proud were they ! 

The -lott airs of Kyrenia are not suited to hmee 
mind and body to ftftceticiem. On those sheltered 
MllBldcft Nature gives richly ^ is gracious and smiling 
in the spring, The air is full of aweat Jicenta ) 
the earth’s carpet green and studded with Eiuemoues, 
The ieavet; of the olive trees turn silver when the 
wind gently stim and lifts them up. Tic gardens 
of Heaperides arc near at hand. 

Whatever may have heen the reason, tha Brethren 
fell utterly from grace. 

After the Venetians annexed the jslandj tic 
monks of the Belle Ahbaye cseaaed to sarve their 
church, which atood empty and forsahen. Their 
mode of life was a scandal to all tie world, and the 
Republic avuld have expelled the French Cemnin- 
nlty had liho not been driven out herself by fha 
invading Turk, Then the Prdmontr&i ot Kyrenia 
for ever Knilied the pnrlly of their raonaatic habit, 
and darkly smd irrevocably stained the reputation 
of their Abbey, which the Venetians had ohriatoned 
Bella PiicAe.

What ia loft of the grandeur is well worth the 
eon«dexation of antiquarians, bistorinn? and savant?.

Though miuarete rise cheek by jowl with b«ll 
on ELe skyltufl, two-thirds’and more of the 
Bouthwu half ol the tofrn^s oireJo—and even parsing 
north-east over its merldaii—is the Quarter of the 
OrthodoT, It has the Acchhishoprlc for nncleus 
(midway botweon the Famajusta Sat* and the 
cutting throujjh the walls callail Avlos AiLtonios> 
where tho Knights of St- John founded their Hos¬ 
pital, whose almrob was tlia buna! place ctf kings. 

The Greek ArohiapisMipal Chapel es ono of the 
oldest Latin buildingn in Nicosia. Its ceiling and 
walla OM entirely oovored with quaint frescoes of 
some later period: soccefl from BibliEi^aJ lore that 
follow tm and mu into one another: the pictured 
Story of the dead Baruabas with at. Matthew’s 
Gospel on his breast that gavo the Church of Cyprus 
her aatduomy. 

There is another and most beautiful Latiu chapel 
in close proiimity, to be apprrooebed by tortuous 
byways.

Sacred pictures wMch ate venerated hang on the 
■walla, but thene are few turiiiiihingg j no staUe in 
the choitf where boya and men ait cross'legged oq 
mata r no polpit, for aertnonH ore preaohed from 
the steps of tbo Throoe, t.e. the High Altar. 

The Armenioxia claim to have been the flrat 
Gentiles to embmes Cturistiaaity: that theirs was 
the first State Chnroh. “So far schiamatLc as not 
to be intogmJly a portion of either EomAa or Eyz«]i- 
tina obedieiioEi and so little heretical that its alliance 
WM comted by both communioug,*’ ita doctrine 
and rituAl combine ideals of East and Wcat. it 
would seem a creed eingularly adapted for a liftTa 
island of the Lc'^ant^ halfway between the hsmi- 
sphorBS of longitude and eenti^tiDg thought. 

By post-dating the groat 'winter festival of the 
OhTifltian Teat by fwenty^flve days, the Holy 
Apo&tolio Church of Armenia stands aloof from 
Ortliodojc and Cs-tholic elite. Wharoas the two 
latter Commimioiis settled that the Nativity of 
Christ sbonirt be celebrated «u the birthday of 
Mithra, “Spirit of Light Divine,’^ immediate pre¬ 
decessor In world religions ol the Cmdfied Saviourj 
the eonvarts of the Apostles Thoddieua and Bartho¬ 
lomew protcated strongly against this adoption of a 
Mithraio ffeaet, and fixed OTanuary 19th for their 
Chriatmoa. %iphany falls on tbe same day, and 
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it la Dr great otcaaton lur clirigttulnes, twiner in addi¬ 
tion t)>a anuivcrsflry <>f Jiaptiam.

Hha asanesin^s knife Isad struck him down 
in alow-vaulted salon whero the imnatea foregatlicred 
duTinj^ the sunuiKw months to enjoy its deliglitful 
coolness. 

On top of this long room. Hugo IV.^ master builder 
of Liisfgnan iR^ingij, erected a spacious hall with a 
fine throne at ujie end. This Council ChamhcTf 
or Hal! of Aiidieiicej wa-n :;nr«iuiidcd by an aiichud 
Eiilloiy' suppnrtsd oji sIcndcT Bculptuied columns- 
Its furuiijhings wci'o luxurious, for Hugo went far 
sheld for his treasures. Ho cvCi] had a wonderfal 
elocl: made by a goldsmith of Crotnara for the 
Palnco. 

By the hegiimiug of the 14 th century the island 
hftd grown eitraOrdinftTily wealthy for its. size. It 
was oi] the lino of the great Iradc route : a plaoa of 
call for moreJiants from all over the world. In ita 
ports the tongucK of every nutiOn under heaven 
were licard and read nitd talked.^’ Bleb wcstcma 
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liiMl t 4 iudi«l at )t £>n their piljjrimaj^cs to and from, 
the Holy IjAnd. After the fiill of Actus io 1291, 
Prt'Dch nobloa and knipht-crrvyitJs trom Palcstina 
ponrtscl into Cyprng, biinginfi ifTi,th tboicn the Apoila 
Ol their advcjituroLia livHs, their scmi-orioDtaL ha-^ 
bits BFvd sjileiKTeuTj the titles ol their eaati^ bemea. 
Ifusi^piaus canse who were l^inees ol Antioch, Tyre 
TUid Galilfea: d’lbelinB—almcsat fis powerful as a^d 
near ukiu to tho royal bouse—caUiiifi tliciKsel^'ea 
Oouiits or Jaila and Ascah«i: besides a trowd of 
oEhem: Mirabels ; Couots of Beyrouth, Sidon, 
CEBS&Tia, Tirii>o]i, 

The older of these Cypriot lords spent ttie^r 
leisoi^d east in i^scoiding tho ouatoms of ttw laud 
they had perloreo abandonad: the yoniij.'ot, in 
homing Tntuiiflon witlitamo loopords, alter the nuiu- 
jfier ol the cfl,st; msd hawhinj^, iu the (aHbioii of 
the Fi-aiilta. They went [slf for djvys and wtwks 
lojjother, bent on tho plinsunej oI Iho eliaec, into 
rlio inoonti^iuoiw districts of Machtnrar 

There, at Polendria, a vi!lftj?e ciuaintly act up m 
the era-ti-T of a summit, ihcre is an i nterrating ehupcl 
of tbu Holy (’PQSfi. Ite now disused na,vo of tbo 
Latin cuU is deooratiMl with fast fadia^ fmcocs 
that iiicludo portraita of a Prisiec and PrieccBS 
iVAntLoebe, tho donors, and the Lnsienau coat of 
ssn-dfi.

ETe had marrlE'd as hia second 
wife, Ali£, daughter of Ouy dlbelJn, ^ignenr of 
the OasUe of Xiconiar 3he is an interesting peme- 
nality to reeall lor psycluilogioal reasons, having 
pas»^ threugb a curious and terrible experience- 
at the Orthndox Monastery of HBchsera-. 

Thu!) it happened: 

The climate of l^icosia, and of the whole island 
in fftet, wan far from aalubriouB in IniaignaQ days: 
fever and plague were frequent vtsitora. The 
Court made its escape either to Dien d^ Amour, 
a fortmes in the Kyienia EliLle, or took a Att?. hours’’ 
ride south to eujoy the bmoiug keen air at Maehsru. 

This Monastery, second only to Kylcto in wealth 
and importauce, and deiightfuUy situated on the 
slope of the Hill of Hawn, was founded by ono 
Ncilcs, in the 13th century. The original bulldingii 
suffered from one disastrous fkre after another 
till they wero entirely burnt o-ut, and only the 
(ocred ikm of the Elcuuaa Raved from dcatructiouL 
It bad been found in a bush with a bright ligh t shining 
before it to point the way to diseovEjry, The 
brambleH were cut away with a knlfo, cased in a 
silver jowclied shesth, from which the Mnnaatery 
derivoi; ite curious h&iue of “ the Sword,as well 
as from the cutting wbtter winds tbat blow with 
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swift rfipturc and Unlike tb« Eiwvta 

■of Kyilct}, ths Compossionato Viri[in is hnno topm- 
fiOQt^ aLacio without the Uoly Child: but the paint¬ 
ing is also the work of St. Luke and entirely o0n- 
■coftled from view at the present day. Likewise 
is she a rain goddess carrietl in times of drought to 
the Summit of an adjaoaut hill Jiarqi, ^ where there 
are three pieces of marble, that arc turned over by 
the monks. It is said (iwi hy the OrthodosJ that 
theiie fragmenti arc remains of a grent Temple of 
%ous, the tain-mateer. Clod of the dtcnching storm, 
Almighty Lord of all that is wet and gleaming. 

Hither tame Qu^n Alii In 1^7 for change of air 
and rest from the fatigues of a gay oourt. Haughty, 
Cathohe, grande dame, when sho was told that 
women were forbidden tu enter the Monastery 
Chmch, she compared herself impcoosly to tho 
.EI*>!wa, wayied aside the objoeting priests and 
passod over the thrasihold . > - . ao /artier. 
For puniBbment came s^viit and sure. The Queen 
was as if tnrned to stone ” ; and when the para¬ 
lytic seizure paased, it was found that she was 
completely hereft of the power of spench. The 
manner of her ultimate recovery was equally strange 
and dramatic. 

The Tfin g) ber hiishabd, pious tlatholic though 
he was, tried to avoid intorfcirlng In the religiciuj] 
squabbles ot hia people. That constant friction 
existed between tho two Oommunjons goca without 
eayiDg : mutual enmity only slept nwhi^ when hotb 
parties united against a oommon foe. 

About midway in Hugo’s long reign^ there arose 
a v^ry serious dispute over no |esa a matter than 
the Holy Cross of Tocltci, which had disappeared 
In 1318 from the Church, Stavms, founded by 
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St. BjelQDBr. Accord] n|^ to the Orthodoi: aliOr^, tKo 
LfttJn pnestfl were to jeftlcuis of tho miinclea wroug^ht 
by tb&t pracioQg 'troed^ that ono of tbom determmed 
to steal it from the church. This be 9\icoeeded in 
doing, hut wh™ li& tried to leave OypmSj ftuoh a 
icrtililb glcrm that the erew of the vesscL dared 
not brave God^a wrath and promptly put the cause 
e£ it ou land. The thief, terxiflei by tbo wondertul 
powers ol tho treaEuro he ha^l atoleu, bid it in a 
boilow carob tree and there it Lad labi for thirty^two 
yaaPftK Now, iu 13*0, a ehephord slave boy, dream¬ 
ing by the LUlsIdofl, where he tended bis master’s 
ftheep, had trequeaf viaions of the Holy Gross, 
which people laughed at when he told them. But 
one day he lay down in the shade of the very tree 
where it was concealed aud thig brought matters 
to a chmai. Suddenly 0anic3 appeared out ol tiro 
trunh, and the hoy rushed off to tbo villagere for 
help to put out the Arc. They came running vfith 
burets of water and one with an ajre began to hack 
at the tree. Aji ha did SOj the ahephard spied the 
Holy Crt^se, and plunging hii? hand into tho blazing 
unharmed f he drew out th& relic cicJuiining 
joyfuUyi “That whEcIi I drcam(3d has oomo to 
pasj. Bohold here tho Cross ol Our Lord,^^ 

iTwelve sick persona worn healed, and sU the 
ootintryside, clergy and peasants, convinced that 
the lost Ireasure ol Tochni had been restored tb 
them. 

Not so the Latina ! They were up in arma at oneb, 
acoasing the Orthodox priests of an impertinent 
^□ri and apponling to the King^ in true medieval 
fashion, for a trial by fire. With much redmitanoe 
Hugo consented. To be appointed arhitrator 
between two parties ol iauaticaL priests drawn up 
m battle array, was a diatinguisbed but hardly 
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eavinble poaitiOD Trhicli he would hava aliii-ked, 
hut oouirt not. 

A day vha apjtainted for tho toat. lu that flue 
hall the King timaelf had built, he sat euthroDad ; 
by Ida side tha dumb Queen. AJl tba c*urt had 
asBomblcdj garbod in the ronpl^adoat coatuines of 
b ptsriodi sufficiently pictuTesiiue aud gay even in 
Europe, v^Lete the sun^s deinandB for colour are not 
!)0 great as here. IsVjil for thOBu, the blaeh-rahed 
priests! the XiBtioa uncler Marcus, Bishop ol Fauu- 
gustiij who fuid. charge of the case ' the Qrueks wic)i 
their Archbishop at their bead. In the midst of 
them all stood the new mede mohL and whilom 
ahepherdj Gabriel. Upheld, io hit hnnds a wooden 
mnSs. 

When all was made ready', a great fltove was 
oarrlcd In filled with charcoal, which waa bitidled 
at a signal trom tha King, and tejifnes of flame 
iliekered, died down, then flared and burnt ateaddy. 

Before the concentrated gaze ot ah that companv 
the Cross was dropped upon the flamefi and dis- 
tippeared from sight in their destroying brightnosp. 

That clock the King had ordered from Cremona 
marked the hour. Then dragging out a breathlefis 
Anfipenfie,^ its peudulnm Awung to and fro, ticldcg 
seconds in sneh plow suceession that It seemad 
retarded by an imtiftnn hand. At length its creep' 
ing Anger moved roiind the face of time. The 
next hour struck. Someone—was it Gabriel t— 
approached the glowing brojcter and drew forth 
intact^ ncLtouehed by (Ire, that Holy Ctom, and 
lifted it in triumph heavonward, that all men’s eyes 
might look upon thic miracle 1 

Only a moinentv Of a sudden attention wavered, 
shifted, was centred on the Queen. 
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Foi' aliOj who hnd heen dumb thea^ aiarty yeara^ 
was apeoking; wituooB wltli tha raptui^a 

iiaqu^tiooing^ undying (fiLth.

Born ttud brongbft up in this atmosphere oE 
rumonticism, mai^val thoology and domestic 
'tyratmy, Hugo^a aon and Buooeftaor, Pierre Lj waa the 
auTD and sabatuTioe, the epitome of ii aUl As has 
been jusUy sold ho “ had some of the chorao^ 
terefeiea of geniuB and several more or less allied to 
mgauity,^* His whole oaiei!r sa a sovereign waft 
mai'ked by dramatie episodes end pervoded by the 
Bpiirit oflmreat. Hia ehivitJTona ideaJa of knight¬ 
hood vowed to fight for the glory of God j hie Order 
of the Sword^ that he founded with Its legend “^Poiir 
luite man tenor” and his brave deeds in battle j 
Were Swamped by hia ungoTemable pafleioos and 
by acta so alrocioua, they can only have omsjiiated 
frora a dlBordered t^ia. 

He twice jourOByed to the prineipaL CourtB of 
Europe begging men end money tor a crosadB to 
reoonguer and establish that Kingdom of JerussJom 
of which he wore the crowHr A victory he bad 
gained at SaleJla in the beginiaiug of hia reign 
obtuined him a bearing, and in 1394 he found him- 
eelf at the head of a oonaiderable land force and able 
to fit out a Jlcot for his ambitioua aehemeSr He 
set soil for Alexandria, which wna bombarded aud 
fefi in OctolMa- of the following year j but It w-ae a. 
fruitlofla victory, for the captors had no thought 
but to eurry oH their plunder and forced their 
leaders to retreah

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The failure at hia plana woa a hitter diaappoint' 
inent to the Cypriot and together the 

of his daitioatie liio^ ^Ened campletely 
to unhinge hiA already ill-balanced mind. The 
intntxration ol destiny being no^ fuJly upon him 
led lip to the Anal catastrophe eE his cvrii sasosai- 
nation. 

The Beoond wife of Pierre waa Alitor d^Aragon, 
a woman of great beautyj tout entirely unprincipled 
and posaens^ of a vialent^ levengeful temper. 
During her huatoand’a ahaeuco from Cyprue Rhc 
covert that he haxl tormed a liaison with the widow 
of a Seigneur oE OhooLou. Popnlar SyrnpO-tliy WSJS 
with the lovcors, and the story oE Joanne PAleman 
has hedn handed down in a Cypriot poem, The 
Bong of the Qneen aud Arudaphnonsa^*’ *■ in which 
Ptcno Is called “ King ol the East and Jlionarct 
of the West.” . , . , 

In the Eora the son shone so gwly . . ^ . yet 
the people wiem IwHathleasly Usteoing to the storm. 
There was noise oE Eihundor and clatter of heul. 
Chill winds blew through the city, whispering that 

^Twa^ the Ftooe ^n^en sighing and moaning in 
her Palace as she called for 1^ slaves.” Menacing, 
threatening, her frozen tears falling, she vrould 
leam of thom, which frugile bloSflOniH dared rival 
her glory and had robbed her O'f sovereignty Id tho 
Pleosaunce ol the King. 

Her alavcB made otoeisanee and tiembting they 
angwered 

“ 0 Queen! on the topmost bonh of the king's 
pleasure garden bloom three lovely sisters; Itothon,*

and smoothed Ittr ruflled hair.

The QuHtn knew her for Ajpod&phtioiiattj welcomed 
her kindlj aud commanded, a slave td bring her 
guest a golden elmir. 

The Kiug^a mlatreMj relieved and glmd at hearty

“ Queen of Rosoe, Oaaket oE Jewcla, what is 
your pleasure t 

" To B»fl yo^l^ U> talk with you, to tat with yoUj to 
walk with you,” anewtred the Queen. 

Then she took Arodaphnouna by the land and led 
her into the garden, as it they two miglit be sisters.

Tliua the day passed happily tnongh and when 
the sun was; gona Arodaphnousa spoke to t-hu Qi].een. 

'* I did net gome to feasts O Quaau, but Only 
because of your cemtnaud, Let me wish you nrany 
years of health 

And the Qiuion sef-meil not to haar^ hut she said: 

Toll me who it is that ia loved by the King of 
the EaAt and the ^lonarch of the Weat.” 

I oaimot tell you, O Queen. I do not know at 
all/' said Arodaphnonsa, and she began to back 
down the stairs, twisting and turnbig- its ahe wont. 
^Vhen she reached the lowest step she tittered and 
said aloud to herself. 

“ What a stupid old woman I What a bulging

The Queen did not hear, hut her slaves did and 
they told her.

She blaokeued her golden apple and began to 
pJay with it. 

Again aha took tbe by^waya to the Palace i again 
abe went up the stairs trembling .... came up 
further K , , , and when ahe reached the top stop 
prinked bcraelf and ^rnoothed her rqftled beJr. 

Then tbe Queen called out to her that abe bad

And Arodaphnousa pleaded for a little while to 
say good-bye to her lover and she began to sing in 
a very salt voice, as it he were quite near and sbe 
were eahlDg him:

Time and spaoe gbrink and disappear at the cry 
of am an^tdied aonL It reached the kia^ where 
be sAt fcasiini!. Ho wae on hie chariger in a daoh 
and Bpurriojsr it on like tv fury, He brofec down the 
barred doar. 

Too lata [ Too late ! Ruined olenncler, charred 
by the ll|[1tLtnln^; whirled out of life by the breath 
of the flform.^ 

And he loathed the Queen from that day forward 
and Bought to divorDu Itcr, knowing tliat ^0 Comte 
do Rochas was her Iovot. But the kiu^^S barons 
would not support him io his aficusatloiiE, a^nst 
the Oonntr Certain that he had been betra;!^ by 
tham all, Pierre attacked the nobtsB with the re- 
IcntleGBUCBS of a madrnan, aTon porsceating and 
dishonourinj^ their women. The Court having 
givon him joriadiction over tho ne-marri age of a yo ung 
widow, Marie dc Gibletf ha aalGctcd a ^erf of tho 
lowest order to ba her luiBband^ and condemojed 
her hrothar to work with couvicts at a watch tower 
and prison ho wfu; having built in hrioosia. 
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The tmffered by tbc unfortunate 

Marie |iiit the BttaJ tcueh to a revolt^ 
which liEid long been seething. The barejns dc- 
terminod on the murder of the King and dxod the 
night of the asftatainjition. for the 17th January. 
1390. 

The King's bedioom waa ou the uj>por hbOi' of 
the Palace adjoining t)ie Hall of Audimee, wliitjb 
approached through a covered gnlicry. It wee 
known aa the Chamber of Paris froin the beautHul 
tapestries that adorned the walts^ and ite windowe 
o-verlcioked the river Pedia* whichj till Vtiiefian 
iLinca^ flowed through the town. 

When tile Prince of Antlocti dcmfiJiElad admittnnee 
to see the King, E^ichiye do Scaudehon, tlio Athousa 
of the follt-song, escaped through a trap door leading 
to a harness room below. 

As atjon as she had got away, Pierre flung open 
the door to his midnight vjgjtoiB and fell dead ou 
tha thniqhold, atabhed to the heart. 


XIV—THE HUB OF THE MTIEEIj, 

The responsibility of the first wholesale dea- 
truotinn in Jfioosis of Gothic buildings liee wifli the 
Vetifltiaus. The population bad so much doerfajied 
that., for itc bett^ defence, the original walls and 
fortlflcations of the Lusignan city were demoliehed 
to allow of the creetion of new ramparts within ^ 
cireomlorcnoc lessened by a mite. This entaJlcd 
the Hwriflee not only of the Royal PaJacej bnt also 
of the fine Dominlcau Monastery adjoining, where 
the King and Queen had each private apartments 
for the fjoiiteii notieaf. 
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Eighty chiJTches fell^ ont of more than cloublo 
that imimlWT, To-day thoy aro JenTier than tho 
linifora of both handa and would bfl hardly reoof- 
nisnble in thoir presont gidsB of moBt^uiCf^ or bathB, 
Or ruina, wotb they not 'fitamp&d indelibly by 
geniua and character of moditaval FYnnce. They 
are all grouped around the hub of thn wheel, the 
wonderful Cathedral of Holy Wisdonaj orieiitahz^^d 
like themselves by the hlosloiuL 

For, roughly fipeaking, north of ita mcridiau 
JJicoaia la a IhirldEli town with basara and khani, 
ft convent- of dancing DervtEhos md glender luiiiftrotc 
that encirela the Jami Ayia Sophia with a stona 
girdle of tho Musflulcjiftjj Faith. The Prophet's 
slLin pillars rise, too, from the base of the Cathedrai's 
own western towers, which th&y havo replaced for 
nigh three hundred aud hfty years. 

JJoarKit the hub. Only a few yards frein ite south 
iddBj is the Bedesban, as th& Turts cull tha duo ohi 
church th^ have turned into a, grain store. An 
English King, Edward 1., eoncerned himself with 
the biisinefM. of its huddJug and ecuTospondud with 
Hugo III. and the Brethren of the Order. Thay 
were Knights of St- Thomas of Oantorbury, wearing 
the ba^lgo of the red and white enmw on their mantlssj 
who passed in and oot of possession of thewe beauti- 
ful oorthem dcotfl. The ehureJi was dedicatjed to 
the pa4r{m saint el the martyred Archbishop and 
called Blessed St, l<ficelns of tlic English.

JCJobla and splendid is tho CatlicdrjiJ of NJoosEa, 
but St. NicoloA at Fama^fLiata is liarmonious und 
cctqaisitOr Jumi Ayla Sophia is hewn atona; the 
jnoscina at the port is a polii^hsd gtim. 

The T^atiii chnroh of the eapitnl may certainly 
claiin tha greatsmT antiquity of a hundred years^ 
and'shows iti bclonjtiug to a rador agei U'hen 
St. Nioolus waa built f life in Cypruft had already 
grown more decorative, jnom lasurionB. True, 
the tiiiao had not quit* airlvcd when the merchant 
pTinocR of one of the ptiueipal ha’i'ena of the sea ” 
could adorn their wives with jewels worth a king’* 
Tflusom. It WM at a Inter date, too, that the due 
church 5tr Peter and St. Paul who built out of the 
part proceeds of one ship's sailing to Syria. SUE, 
the FttToagustH Cathedra.1, resting place of the laat 
of the Liisignana, has an air of difltiCLCtion born of 
the leisured oaso of a wculthy hourgools environ' 
ineut.

They 
uoftilc the i^&pccLEtc architects a master and his 
pupil, and the older mac um^pectiDji' a rival. 
The awatenjop cajne when St. E^ieolaa wm ooin- 
ploted and the master bnildet of Ayia Sophia paid 
hia first visit to his pupil’s fane. With tlie cxactnesa 
of professional knowled^?e lie realised its beauty^ 
and that ha, who hutd hAudeiil on the of his 

talonE, had hacn far out-stripped in life’s race by 
geoins. Jealousy co'itBiimiod 1dm and hatred, but ho 
cloakad his feolEngi; under n pretence of friendly 
interest. Adopting; h is old rAEe of maator, ho pointed 
out what he alleged was a teelmicftl entor la the con- 
struptioii of the highest point. He took Ma rival 
to show him the jneuna dearly whut wm wrong: 
then sent him boadlong into space and gave St. 
Nicolas its baptiara of blood. Yet failed ia hia 
intent, for none are dsjad whosie work lives alter 
thpru. 

It was in this beautiful Cathedral that tho bu- 
signous, crowned sovoreignii of Cypras and Armenia 
at the oapitat, chose to be anointed Nungs: of the 
Holy Clty^ fixjin the time Hugo III. elaimed the 
heritage of the crusadea until the little son of Cai- 
thoriae Cornaro lay buried within the aanntnary. 

The Coronation of Piorro the Valiant by tho 
oelobratod Papal Legato dt Thomae was one of the 
flnost ceremonials Famagusta liad over eeen. It 
wufl foil owed twelve Htonthii later by another morfr 
singular and dramatic; a. procession ^oemblcd by 
^e same most faithful (Servant of the Popes, Por 
,Jhinftgi]flta was lavaged hy the plague. The porh, 
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low-lyin^j Eiiddeu in the Rand," boused wlttin 
iti n^trlotcd limits of a nvle imd ^ hall 

an immense eoneDursc of mcieliacLts sod pilgTim&, 
Obristiau!) Had Saracens, mcri of all natierui. VVjvi 
it any wonder that there sliould he wailing and 
grosa* in FwKiagTustiL’B atreeta 1 ” All bad need 
of Goil^a mfiiriiy wfpp he Latin, Drech, Armenian, 
Kfaiomte, ITcstorian, Copt, Georgian, nTaoobdtc, 
AbySEtoian, or Jew, API these seet,s, hencsioB sod 
schiama had tlioir rapiBHant^tivea sinog thu days 
of Guy, who had beon moat j^srotia and lihor^- 
miuded itt his wolcyme to followera of every form 
of oneod. 

The ambtious Papal Legato would dearly have 
liked to drive thego stray Sheep into the fold ol 
Holy Mother Choreh, but despite the gomua of 
Eome ahe hae never achieved the impossible and 
turned afi men’s rnindft into one mould of hor own 
makinj^. liTot o^'ell in msdiaival Cyproa, where, 
without exeeption, these dcitominattons were under 
the immediatQ contra] of the Gatholin Archbishop. 
Tho ruina of some twenty churches in which they 
severally worshipped ore still to be seen, out of two 
huodrA-d in all, that ttftditiou says wore hullt in 
that one city to the gloTy of God.

Then, troops of FrAneiseana “ with 
cokI and cow] ahd eoftrse brown cloak,” beloved 
o( au earlier Tjnkigtian king, Ilnnri 11, He had 
mode A seernt pasiiiage between his palace at Fama^ 
gosta and the great nicnMtery nf the Barefoot 
PriArs, that hud risen u]] ho eloso beside it with 
flicdr Church. 

Misfrere IJoniiflC-’’ 

Augustiulana brought up the resu of the long 
train of Latin luojikH. 

*’ jSfpare tii, piiwd lard, jfparff ffcy peoph!.” 

The Abyssinian priestn with thidr sky blue turbans 
and their mitred Archbishop relieved the sombre 
note of the habits that had gone before thcni. 
They led the reiiks of the HeterodOT. It was Eheir 
dnstona to braoid the naembera of their fleet on the 
forehead with hot irons, in lieu of baptism, by watar. 

The dark-skinned Ethiopians were sueoeeded by 
JSestoiianB, Subject to tho Metropolitan of Taraue 
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jniLd usSuit Chaldfcaii laDgns^ in their liturgy. 
Hany mieinher^ were wealthy flnftneLBra, able ta 
beuntity tlia chiincih they liad EUieeCcd midway 
between St. iNieolne and Stc. Marie de Carmeb It^ 
■weJIs were decorated with paintingg deKorihed in 
ea^tetm ton^B. So It waa ^ven the name 
of St. George EierinoSj the Foredgnier, to di^tiTigiaish ■ 
it from St. Georso of the Greek? on. tha otiher ^ide 
<ft tlio tirwn, louthea&t of the CatlwlrAl. 

In ths throng that erowded alter, were turbaiied 
heads of Jaeohites and Gopte; and Maronites, the 
mo«t Uumeraue wot in Oyptu>(, socx)iid only to the 
Ortbodor:. St. Amae'e of the Maronites, also in the 
lorcign (juarLor near Ste. Marie and St. George, gazes 
over the weiiteru walls with two great fltating eight- 
losft eyes. At once a primitive people huve imagiiiefl 
an owT and have chrintoned the wmi-rnin alter the 
*'psle httlo htrdft ” that flit at night-dme about tins 
ghostly mediaeval elty.^ screaming like lest S4ul!i. 

“ Lf>rd^ pfd ttjjoji jne ihe a/ snfvalHjn that 

wilft jirfljjiA / «ti]^ the oicsiy.” 

The ATTnenirtjL AxchimandritOj mitred, with bis 
priests Jn eopas and bimtlas hound with white cloth 
advanced in their turn. 

Turks, Saracens, and Jew doctors, ravcred for 
their learning, yet cempeliiid to wart tiny yellow 
budges in th(!ir high blaek bats, came next. Their 
seience an.d shill shonld have tieftlt with the 
■cftuflcJi ot Gie dreaded fioeurga that made a very 
babel of tongues cry out In uniBon :

THumpli of rtomo and of lier JjRgate 1 When 
ha passed away five yearfl later and was laid at the 
threBbold of the choir uf hia Ordcr^ " the eehiamatics 
who one* thirsted for his blood " now' paid tho 
greatest veneration to hia aainted body : ha beeame 
one of Oort^a elect •, thiftf toOf by daebre of the Greeks, 
Even sOf the Qi'thodoTt remjdned aa obdurate as 
ever in their adhecinu to their own dogma and would 
not join the ranks of Eoly Mother Chiueh. Weres 
still, the Latin population had begun to iutermarry 
with tJio Greeks : Cypriot damGA, though nominally 
belonging to tlia Eomau Catholic eommunloDr were 
attending services of tho Orthodox Church, Then 
it was that St. Bridget of Sweden eama to the rescue 
of the Latins^ aud iu a letter written to Fiene II. 
from the Holy City she warned the King of the ewfiil 
dLRaater!! aoon to befall the island- And indeed 
the /.enith of jta prosperity ; of tho splendour of 
the Lusignan dynasty had Just been reEKihed; it 
may ho 4ftid, ovcrpaissed with the madnew of hla 
father. That was misfortune’s drat anticipating 
shadow. 
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WLon tho nfiw kin^^ Tecflavnii Ma hloodatainflii 
crown frum tlic Cypiiot nobios ho was Only & latV 
oI and the government of th& island waa 

in the liftnds ot bia nncJe Jcaoj Prlnoo ol AntiocJi 
and Constable of Qyprua, and of the notcriouB 
Queen Mother. 

It was three years latcr^ on tho eve of hia corona¬ 
tion aj Eirg of Jerusalem at FfljniguBtflj that 
Pimrre Hr TEceivtd the 3wO(liflh aaLnt’a gr^vs pico- 
plieciM, The great ceremonial hart been fliod for 
the 12 th October^ and. on the flth ail the Court 
eathered in the pnhlie place between the PaJaea and 
Bt, ITieolas to hear &t. Bridget'a Sevclations, 
They wtra read atond. by the Prince of Antioch and 
for the moment tho aaaembly sewined deeply moved— 
And in an ccBtaSy I was borne ont o£ tha world 
to legionH of the Blesfc^ to ParadiBO.

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But, the recital over, qo One paid ttuy rea^ heciT 
to enoH fairobodingfi—why BhauEd tbey t— 

and In the bu^itle of picparAtioit for the crowning 
ol the King the Jotter wjui spcctWiy forgotten—till 

It w^a but four daya Inter that the trouble nro^ 
which was to place rnmagust-a for nJncity'two yoara 
completely at the meroy of (he Genoese, iTdany 
citizcua of OcDon and Vuuice, rival Republic^ had 
come to die island, and their respt^tive Couaula 
were epleudidly lodged on the only wide road of 
Ffima^pifita, ita highway of cotnmerce, which, led 
straight from the Gal»> to tlui Palam of the 
liings. They were ever striving for the niaateiy^: 
already the™ had haeti fnEiquent ooliisions between 
them and mattera came to a at Rierxe^a 

crowning. After the ocTcmony in fba Gatbedral 
it hafl been customary for the King to visit both 
Cojoaulatca, the .™|)ra^iita.tivf! of Oonoa holding the 
right rein of his charger. Bat an tlda ocoaaion. it 
wa5 seized by the VenetiBUj who by the prescribed 
FtEqtictin shauld have gone to tho left side. A 
heated altercatioii arose, To prevent bloodsheil 
the l^rince of Antioeb and tha Seigneur of Tyre 
forcibly ™pl&eod tire disputants and themselves 
cseoTted Pierre to the Pal Bee. At the oosuing 
banquet the King gave precedence to tha Venetitns, 
whom ha placed on hia right lioud. After horetired 
to change his earonation robes for the boll which 
waa to follow, tho GcnocMi Conaul flung a loaf 
HCjmss the table at the head of bia rival of Venice 
and was promptly eipellcd from the bauquettiug 
hall by the other gucsta. In the guuEu^al m^l^ the 
GeuosKe were warsted and ohllgcd to fly. 

At that period the Palano of Famagusta ci^tesided 
jcuiid four sidea of a hnge Rquarft. Ita arched 
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enuraiicfta aiw Jitill RapiMjrtfld by prey grnnitje 
bron^bt probftbly from tbe miiia of Salnmifi- TSitJU 
were mure thea, up no oa to form a eolnnnEi'de 
whieli Ictl to St. Wieoliw nnrt liatl a cnwTPd ijfttiPry 
fibovei irlnch won the kiuj^’a privat-e way into the 
CntbeclrpL Along this upper pai^ape some of the 
Cienoeae endeavoured to ewape by liaogiujr to the 
cohiniuBj but their purnu^rn rutUtei^ftly- hacked at 
the eliciting handa and lJOdlel^ with tlaeirlonp ewords,. 
Eo that the mauplM ooi'prten fell into the pubhe 
place below. Others weTp flunjr out from tlie Falaoe 
windowE to il mob that loat lieil (lieni tor tbeir m'ro- 
l^iice and jn*od au4 ^wre glad tn spi^e tliiA galfUii 
upport unity to buTn the arehi vph. Thtw would ha^ c 
UTOclted the rooHulato hail they not been Etayeil 
in time by the aulhoiitieE. 

Oeuoa sent n tieet forth with to a'l'eiijie her inur' 
dered subjeettti and ernwhed Cypi'iiE, unhappy 
bn Her o( her quaiTtels watli t he MistreHa rA the 
Adriatic^ undov lier hpeh fihe eatablielicel lieraelf 
in tbe fftiTPst haven of the inland and held It in an 
iron ffrip aguiitit ijayuient of a heavy iudeninity 
and thii perso]] of the King. 


XVI .—C' ftATN AND FAD LOCK, 

On the ridKt'S^oE the wHaty hHU thatfllretoh Bcrosfi 
the north of Cypniiii fraui ca^t to weEt in almoat 
unbroken contbiuityj the LuEigiiaiUi built a short 
ehaio of forttesses, " agi^undlng monumeuts of the 
jun&slng architectnm of tlie Middle Ages-’^ 

Kyreow Castlu in the plain of the northern RhoreSj 
atill tt prison 1 formed the padlock. 

The first of the masRlve atone Jinkftj Kantora, is 
situated at the outlet of the farpasa and from its- 
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lolty solitude ovtrloots tbc tlue watoTs of the 
C^v^ftmBIli»n Sea on one side mi FfiMiflSiriiat 0 , Bayj 
with itfl delightfn] Jittla twin ereo^u.^ an the other. 

It is one of the moat eyrfoua of caatles from the 
verv irreg^ilaTity of iti ground ploJi uloue : ita Trails 
jut’out now at this an^le, now at thatr without 
nymnuiLry or order. Hau had to ffive way to 
TJaturOf to immutable roots aronnd aud upon which 
the enjpoeere buitt rampiutB and baatlona and liTing 
rooms aa best they eonlcb Tbo snmmit of the Mil! 
ends abruptly io a peati which mfttes tho northcrii 
uortioD quite inaEjocfislble.. SprMwliJijf Eroee, tbeir 
foothold Ann amonj^t great stonea, offer thair 
picturesque and shadowy protection from the sun’s 
hot layn. 

With Lhreo iHdcfl safe and only oue open to attach, 
that is on the eonth, the dwelling rooms for days of 
peace were built thprs. They are still in qnite a good 
state of prcscrvatioii and adjoin but do not comma- 
nioat* with each other. An open aroh naar, like a 
window, lia« a dangcroas nnlidded threshold, a 
sudden perpendicular <lrop of hundreds of focf, 
where a man eouM bo lowered to a postern when 
sudden nuecasity ivrpee. 

The ruin at fh* southwest an^o may have been 
» storehouse for provisinniuic the besieged, or it may 
have been a chapel—-from its cruciform shape—hut 
now it maltcs a fiimoua banqiiotting chamber for 
any twenty encrifctic mortals, who ha¥o acooriiLpllshcd 
rhe tnilflomc assent to tlic outranoe bcflida it. The 
gates face in the direction of Fa'ma|[aata, and this 
is the only possible approach to the fortress, save 
for the eagle who nests there and the- Ealcou whose 
shrill cry can he heard the day long. 

8omotimwi^ after tho euQ han lingered above the 
old niiu reluctant to leave it and the mist rises up 
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^fom tti6 sc* over moui]f*iTig Mid hilla, Kautara 
fitftTLiJfi *t the very edge □( the world. Or again 
It is upheld by invisihlo meauB over & floating, fleecy 
cloufllaod ol biilowi, of wliite down tLoged with 
Toee colour. 

It is a long day’s tide from port to caatle, trot a 
aore reftiga within those wflJlii for a poor escaped 
piiftoner fleeing Irom the hated Genoese, 

Hither came Jesn of Antioch, the king’s uodc, 
whom they had held imprinoned since theinvefttmant 
of FamE^ist*. He got away aa the stnihon of his 
own cootj who hud the wit to bring in a new boy 
wearing cnormooa hoots, big enough to encase the 
Priaoo’a fetfers when ft (Jiange of pcrgonalifcicg could 
be efieotod. Bogrinaed with the nwoat stud p?oi)t 
of hia kitchen tasks tlie Sato Conatsble of Cyprua 
piLBScd the guard, bending beneath the weight of a 
huge oavldron and [larrying a saucepan very oh- 
Tiouftly in need of tepair. fto he reached the village 
of Ooloto, there to find a herae for the roat of his 
iournev- 

To hold Kautara CasUo was of great atlvantagc 
to the tiiag’s party. From its towFifl they oonld 
keep a watchful oy’c npon the ancoiy and prenf-ent 
thorn from making raids into the >re3aoria. 

Kvieniti, too, was oUerJng a stout vesiEtance to 
the invadcra. It was an imposing fortreaa in thoR* 
days, with buildiuga protected by curtain walls 
that encJoacd a great Bguare, At each angle was 
a tower. That i>Qrtion now used aa a jail was aub- 
RequentSy in the ocenpation of heaie^ royally j 
rooms overloohing the town on one side and with 
long Stone balconicB facing the Castle Ororh on the 
other. The prlBons of that inhuman age wore dark, 
honiblo, underground cells, whore many a wrotclicd 
poUticnl cftptivo passed ont of life, itMved and for^ 
gotte>n of intontiou. 
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Atreftdv this fort had been th& floano of two 
in 3330^ and 1233 : and turw, in 1373, it iff a* htlpliag- 
to prcatrve the cftfwn of C|ypniB awhile for thn 
LusignanSr 

For in the begiimlDE of that j'oar, tho Gonoow 
mai'ched upon the oastlo tatin^f the helpieaa EJug' 
with them, and first they tried fair worde ; Frienda,' 
oftad they, " open the lortresa to yoiir maat*r.’^ The 
Oypiiota quickiy responded that if they would 
aeparate thEmnoKes from the King, the King's 
faithfvd sotTants would aee to it that ho oater«d 
into poESCMion of hifi oaHtlo. And they cui^ed 
Queen Alh^onr loudly, for It waa common talk that 
She had hetrayod her son and tJypms to her Genooee 
lover. 

Then tba enemy ondeavonrQd by every other 
eodceivahle means to subjugate the loyalists. The;^' 
tried Dcgatifttiona, which failed sigriAlly j engines 
of war that pircved inofEaotlTe; incen^ariam. by 
laud and agsacdt by soa with a battering ram placed 
on galleys chained together. The artiheory of 
Jacques de Ln^iguau, £$dnosebaI of dypms, broke 
it into fragmsiila. 

The various fortiesaeg, links of the chain, were 
able to signal to each other and opomto in ooiicorL 
T\i1ken Kyrenta’ft dofondera made a sortie, a party 
went out from 3t. Hilarion, and together they 
carried oif the Oenoeue supplies^ 

Itk the meantime Jean, Frinee of Antioeh, had 
made his way over the mountwna from Kanlara 
t4i St. Hilarion, ode of two caStESH which commancl 
the only pesslLle route between Nicosia and Kyreniar 
the defile between tbs hills whore the sea- bursts so 
gloriouflly into ^dew, Buflavente defends it on 
the east i l^t. Hilarion on the west, Midway 
between these mountain fastnesses lies the Abbey 
of Beautiful Peace. 
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Of BTiflivcTito, <*I>6fleT f>f StonnBf” " ChtitMiii 
du IjUin,” thfre is little enoujfh to be seen bo-day, 
Built OD tlifl bljeliesE (joint of the Kyrenla rangs, 
** Buffavcnlo looks to every aidej" ft mBgnjfitont 
post of observation. A aplendad retnge ftlao i to 
Madame EscMve d’lbeliii escaping trom^ ttic »rmy 
of Eredarlt II, In the iJiHjpiiso ot » meudicant Iriv, 
and doubtleea to mmy another fair fugitive 
time. In time of peace it was iised as a political 
prison. The 0>l>Tiote know it as " The PaJ^ 
oI the QneeiQ ” from the caonkJah legcud of Marie 
di MolinOj which counectfi it with tha Moiift*tery ot 
St. Chtyaoatomoa. 

PftlftM it was not. Of all the fertJwsacB the only

Thera the evil Bpirlta held their revels und^turb^d, 
BAtnre from intenmptiyu, notil the days of blcsBod 
Oonatftfttine and St, Helena, when Chnatiaii her¬ 
mits were also in Jicarch ol solitary Tctrtatfi. Thote 
came one from Palcstino to eflcapc tha mipyrtunl^B 
oE would-be followers. An ftneient mau was ha^ 
long past the Pfialmiet’s three acom ycai^ 
of life, undeaii in person hot very holy. Hn settled 
about two miles nut of Pftpha«, where the local 
djonvcins, ftniions to b* of him* made known

The dflvili heard of Bt. Hilarionia arrival with 
dismay, knowing full well that either they or he 
must go. Thoy prepared a very paudemoQlujm 
of helliBh noises fof hlB oomiog, bat they had not 
reolconed on hia aeuBO of humour, or We lack of 
hearing. TJio saint only thanked them plaoidly 
and said hs hurl never been welcomed anywhere 
before with jnuric. 

It was they who had to fly, leavinj; the saint fn 
full poBsesBion, Ho dwelt on tliat mountain lor 
hvo ycara in the odour of Banetlty and, by his o-wu 
request, was buriad in the garden. His favouritffl 
disciple, howewer, one HeBychiOSj, Sfloretly carTied ofl 
bia dead maater to a mouastfiry St. Hilnrioa had 
founded at JlajOmi, in Syria. But the Qypriota 
urge that no matter where his body roata, the apirit 
of the taint liugera about the garden that he loved, 
and in proof of that theory inBtanee many miracles 
worked there. Soon a chape] waa radacd to hla 
memory on the Bite of the original grave and hifl 
name given to the splendid feudal fortress Sub¬ 
sequently built between the rocky peaks of Dldymoa. 

The whole summit of the mountoM is enclosed 
within the castle walle and that early ehujch huilt 
In the old Byaantine manner wag carefully pre- 
gervod and upheld with masomry of flno work of the 
13th century.

'Whetluaf dmssed in Prenoh fashiem 
or notj the Cypriot damca ware mcnlist and extra¬ 
vagant in their attire duriog the golden age of the 
Fr^ki&h kings. 

The gay sunshine faded out on the eomiog oE the 
princo of AfitLOch to St- Hilftrlou In 1373 i^th hiS 
faithfid EulgariuJi mercenaries to hold the fortresa 
lor Pierre II. 

The Queen mother waa his meat dangertrafi enemy* 
Beguiling him the while with cxpreMltvng of affeetion^ 
ghe eventually trapped and ha/I him assassinated 
in the Palace ef hTicosla.

Entirely disapivpajftd i of others a few fragreienta 
remainj flcarooly indicatiTo of tbeir purpoH®- 
ITonth of the Palace of the Luaipjnftn Kings and 
on a lino with it> aueh a roiii Lad laated long enough 
for technical Itnowladgt to be hrtraght to bear on 
its stractuife and to decide that the delicate, graceful^ 
cntinbUn^ facade wafl fine work of tbo Italian 

building had stood very little helov 
the i^nciscan Bdonaatcryt almost fronting those 
quaut twin churches (with ahcmt lO feet ol passage 
way between them) which arc supposed to have 
bchtnged respeotivcly to the Templars and Hospi- 
t^ei'Sr In an engraving dated lliTl, on that Spot 
is pictured a bind of triiunphal arch as entrance to 
i royal reaidGDoc;, which is called “ Palnazo cWla 
^eginftL" Here then steed the Palace of Dat#rina 
/CornarO] Daughter of Tenice, sometime Queen of 
Jenisaiem, Cyprus and Armenia, 

All about there and around the princely dwelling 
of her Ijusignau hnsbaod, his pcople^A hero, what a 
wealth of memories cling 1 The whole etir, glamour, 
romance, int-rigne, an d tragedy posEibls to the period 
SEem concentrated in the life of the charming^ 
gracioas wo'man, whom the Sigjiory choBCj as they 
might any finely fnshioned tool, to Ciarve therewldi 
the destinies of Cyprus and inaTfe bf tMfi island the 
Kepublic^a pied-i-terre for eastern trade,

A Tory drill t^me. indeed sho hjwl, with hardly a 
pretty froyk Or a jewel j only flowors wore, permitted 
young )^ji for their wearing? as orndimeuti, a ro-jw, 
or a- carnation in the. hair just aboTo the car. 
Catering -mnild li.avc, lor certain, one dally pecapa- 
tion, “ to aiti for houri) in the rch] upon tlic hOEisetop, 
with ail her hair drawn ont through the top of a 
crownIcM atraw hat, eiM:h inclr soaked In unguents 
and careCnlly separated so that they iell in a -v-eil 
all round Jicr h^d. Thus her trcsyuis/* kissed 
by Apollo, "grew to thnt glovirijig Venetian geld 
heloved of Titiiin and the joy ol every artist for all 
timt. At ten ycwi^a otrl, the desired result ninat 
have been obtained for du' waa Fuent to a convoat 
of Benedictine nun^, who conid not have permitted 
such vanities^ so the little maid's life was still more 
ficrirtus with atady of her breviary until sho was 
fourteen. . 

TLcji and (iwitc suddenly, so faj as she teraclf 
vng coneerned, Caterina blonmed into a most 
important gcnlildonna, neiuly an much in the puhlio 
eye os waa iha Doge himself. Venico, the ^eno 
Republic, proposed to ailopt Cuterina Coruam as 
her Own daughter. And hy reason of this great, 
unevpcctcfl honour, on the fOth November^ 146B, 
she was betrothed by proxy, with all due state and 
ecremony in the Ifnli; of the Great Oouncalj to Jacques 
de Bu-signan, King of .TeruMtlenn, Cyprus and 
Armenia. 

VVith a consecrated ring upon her dager and all 
outward semblatu'c of a royal state, Catarina was 
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«4«:nrt6d by forty noble Ladies to uwd Fii^A4:0 
of Son FolO] where she lived aad licld a little court, 
untit her inmriagu) fonr yeftrs T&ter. The Repuhlic 
gAvc her h dowry of I(H>^{1D0 dLicatt f lior 1 Ellen and 
jewels were the gilt of the Oomnrl. It was a brilliant 
ailiajiofl for her^ and if good looks alone had been 
in (^uestionH Jacouea wrut a tlttiuj^ for the 

lovely Venetian, lie was bripht, brave, amhitioas 
and handsume^” nutotal of Jean TT, and Marie 
PatmSj a beautiful Greek. Ills step-mether^ Elaine 
PalEMdogns, fearing the lad’a uilinenco in the island 
and with his adoring father, wftcreby the legal 
rights ol her own daughter Charlotte might be 
jeopardiHcd, intrigited to have Jficqnos (iOTiijecrated 
Latin Arcliblahop of CytHTUfi. He waa hut fifteon 
wheu he was tonsured, conneciaftHi in the four 
Orders and placsed by his father in pilafietutioii of 
his Sec at Kicoaia. With no tasio whatever for 
the voontinn thruRt upon liim, JaOque&, naturally 
enough, did not. distingLiidL him^elE in libi exalted 
clerical capacity, bnt he continued to hold offloe 
till Ilia father diod and Ohnriotte became Queen of 
Cyprua antoimtioally. Ho took the oath of nUo^ 
gianee to his lialf sister ; but when she forbade him 
to oihniate at her coronation, he was unable to brook 
such an insult. He Lett the island secretly with a 
faw friends nod presented hlmwlf &t the court of 
the Sultan of Egypt. “ Hhoro Januja pleaded hii 
sei, alwaya a powerful argainent In the oasterrf 
mind, ami Bvoustfd his illogitimacyj which Oriental 
nations havA Mildom ceusidored a bar to siuocaaston 
, , r .His beauty hcircd him to the favoor of all 
who hoard him plead hlH ense, and ths charm of 
his manner created a furore on Iris behalf. In the 
hall of the Palace and surrionuded by his mamelulies 
the Soldau ordered Jamcij, tbon l.wv.rtty-bwa yeam

One dny Jacques picked up a miniature which 
his frieud Andrea Cornaro had let fall and, in- 
flammablo youii^ man, becaras liumediBitaly ena¬ 
moured of the protry face he arw. The Auditor 
of Qyprue, quick to t-ako advanta^ of such an 
opportunity, ohaJIed the King and joked with him,* 
He awore at flrat it was thu likenefls ol his own 
mistresB, oud varied his jesting tiUhO worked Jacques 
up to & pitch of mad es-citement about the beauty* 
Then, wily Venetian, he admitted that this wa* 
hifi niece Catarina^ daughter ol Marco Comaro, but 
obtainable only aa wife aAd Queen. Thus paBsiou 
and politic^ oombinod to favour an aJlianee with 
Venice and tlio betrothal became an accomplished 
fact* but not tlie JiiairiagE, Ferdinand of Kaplea 
atijl hop«l and wq^rked lor hia owu ends . to purauado 
Jacques into breaking Ids oontract wdth (he EepubHo 
and then to marry him to his own illcjdtimato 
daughter. Por three yeara, intrigue kept the 
vacillating youug King aa on a aet-saw; now ha 
was for ^aplca and again for Venice and hia bo- 
trothed. At very atrong reprflsehtatioii& from 
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ibc Sorone IlepuWiCj and autclj', too, lovo^a fancy 
decided him. He sent his giaJlcye aod amtasiadors- 
Ut the city of lagocmi^ to fetek kJg bride. 

A joyful day for Venice, the l4tb July, 1473 t. 
The people kept aticb high fcativaJ tbat “it fiECmcd 
to Oaob and all the Signory had won a Mn^dom, 
aft by Qod’a good grac;*, did attually happoii*^' 
Before the high altar of St. ilarlc, the Doge adopted 
Catering Comaro as the child of the Eopiibhc. She 
wout out from her own kith and hin to beoorna 
Caterina Veneta LiiBJ^nEm, guided by a liaLtid ^■ 
floftly glowed, ihe had no suspicion of a coming grip 
of steel. Wbat OOnId ftha haow, or even gneSft of 
political intrigneB j of a ptatecraft callous enough 
to satriflot a young and charmijig maiden to esps- 
diency and the demands of oonimorce t She had 
suddenly Atfippcd. into such a TronderELil, splendid 
world, where crowds aoclaimcd Lor and roTCrend 
signora delighted to do her honour. Just on the 
threshold of hfe, she passed swiftly from out the 
shuttered twilight of an old Venetian Palace to- 
hlosfiojn. in the sunshine of a kingdom whore Love 
herself was bom. 

One morning in September the St*to Barge^ 
BoicantAur, halted at the Palace San Polo to taJw 
Caterina on her fli^t ftt^age to Cyprus. They liad. 
arrayed her as b&flts a Queen. Wlisn sbe gave 
the Doge her hand and sat beside hiTvi on the dala 
of the gondola, bar slender form, white and graceful 
as a lily, was rejpiJly sheathed io cloth of gold.. 
Down the Gran.d Oanal they Boated to the Lido- 
and from there a fleet of galleys, Cypriot and Vene¬ 
tian, bore her away over tlie blue waters to her new 
home.

Bhc had tome to C^yprua a bride in the sliimmar 
of gold tiasufi and the joy of her beaaty and her 
youth, As Ecllini paintsed her afterwards in Yeniee 
she left % robed in black vel-vet rtJJa Zipriota^ with 
a veil and jowels^ a widow, childleM, discrowned. 

And the Venetian standard had floated o-ver the 
balttemcutfi of iTama^tA already flevoral days.

Mark figur^g in has 
jelief ovftr the sea and eostle gates. The latter 
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the oldest date o^ the Eepuhlic'^ fortiflcAtfonat 
149^3^ flJid thiO name Sioolao FoBcaiinl Qyjpri 
praafacto." But it is not in him, or hia goveruorahip 
that we of £o-day are intereetad^ hut in that of 
aaothsr Captain ol CyproS^ tnovrn aa Othello. 

He may not have haan anch a mythicat person 
after all as Ifl ganoraily bolievodf nor black skinned 
as Shakeapeaie made hiiHf though he rightly (alt 
tlio QGCcaffity of eioujing his heroine’s infatuation 
for a Moo^^ 

In tha days when the Turk with a most mighty 
preparation ” was making for Cyprus, the Senate 
had a gallant and devoted servant in one, Cbristoforo 
blare, a Venetian nobleman. Hie name was a play 
upon the word iTicro (molherry) tha hadgo nf hSs 
house which he bore emhlaaoned on his shield. 
He gave his betrothod a kerchief, warked with the 
same truit, as a love tolten and tberc was

The Venetian tdoopa that had 
occupied Fflmagust* for eij^hteon years bad been 
quartered in diauaed churches and private dwollings. 
Fo rent had been paid, nor had there b&au the 
smallest attempt to rop&ir these temporary barracks, 
Fow, menaced by a barbarous foe, offloials and 
inbabftants comhined in importuning the Senate 
to fortify the city and put it in a proper state of 
dolence. 

It was dear enough that a Ouptain of Cyprus 
-would be running no ordinary risks grappling with 
no common daugers.

Love horaelf could not rise tHuanphant ^ avert 
the horrid deed to foUosr Othello's frenzied cull:

The Sultnn Selim was in Conutftatinople wated ou 
bis throne, or divan. It waa covered with tilk ftewu 
with poftrlfl, diamondfl, emeralds and other jewela^ 
jHid it WAS wonderfully wrouyht with jjold thread. 
His robe too waa of gold. He eat motiooloss, lik* 
a dead man. His bands lay idly in hijs lap and Ids 
eyes were cast on the ground, for ha was thinking 
at Cyprus and how he would take it from the 
infidels. Even when hia lather Suleiman tha Magni¬ 
ficent Lad been alive, SelLni had aaked many quea- 
tions about that island, having hoard of its famous 
vintages. Eor be loved wine so much that he was 
called Selim the Sot. 
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Jftftsidea he -wiiihed to perfona a pioua act: tc 
Irnild a baaatJfuJ moaquc to the glory 

fif All^ aod to murk ku own acec&aioii to tho tluMHo 
o£ thEi Ottuniiui^). It was to be gnwider than that

tho iHfit/ti had said the monoy fO'r the buiMiug of 
this Itna moMiLLS muRt be suatched from dogs of 
TiTihelievers evnd not taken from pious iVoftlems, 
Thu holy man and trusted adviBor„ a reuQpdc 

Jew whom he had set ou his right hand, both ooan- 
«elled him to attack Cypres. The Sultau and hin 
friend had already drunk long and deep to the 
success of the expeditloUt and £k?liin in his 
cops had vowed that should rule over the 

island. TJie Jew had takan him at hia word and 
actually began to call himself King of Cyprus. Tlieu 
^lim Hober took baok the promise ot ^liio druok 
and made tho Hebrew Dulm of Haxos instead. 

The latter had good news from friends of hia 
Awn faith in Venice^ who kept him advised. They 
'wrote to say a. torriblo Rro had doatroyerl sitores and 
powder, ^lim summoned a dimn, hut os ho 
■would not have the Yodotian ambassador know of 
this, it waa caLled a hunting party. Tho Sultan 
And hts Faahas: of tails met on horseback outside 
^OUAtanCinople. Than Aaid Solim to them : 

“ O wise and great Fashas ! Shall we make Cyprus 
the Renowned ours t If the island jTeld to ujs at 
onr askings all ■well amd good, if not, we will luake 
war upon it.” 

Ifow the Grand Viziori, hfobruEd SolcoUi, knew 
tliat thorn was great discontent among the Cypriots. 
Against tho hard sway of Yenice and the emel Latin 
priests who persoeuted tha Orthodox. Tha pisripij. 
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poasnnt nliv6a tlifl Frantfl^ had two imoiSuii- 
gers to pray fot tho ml'e of tlifi Graod Turt! Bnt the- 
guliAD’Fi fli*t minhtor favcmrecl the jafldeJs becaiaae 
the ]»fit J&aflo, Etag^dinoj had givon him plenty of 
ftuViHisJi in ovthangt for those two Cypriote. No¬ 
thing morfi was cvvr heiud ol thorn and their mtaaion 
ro the ^^ultan, Therttore he said it waa not fitting 
to make war on a countiy with which the Tm-fca 
were at pBaoo : it wonid bring diahonoiir to the Parte. 
But Piall Pasha and Lala hfiiatapiia wore not of 
ting opinion. They^ ^ late admiral and gene¬ 
ralissimo of the forces, had failed, in the aiege. of 
Malta and had fallon into dEsgtaoe. mainly throngh 
TSjo fieheming of the flrsmd ViJiier. They applauded 
the Sul tan't plan, hoping it might bring abOnt the 
downfall of thgir enemy in the couucils of ^lim. 
Bnt it did not for <iihte anotlier roason. Mehmsd 
Paslm nncklenly sided with them- He had sent a 
secret missive to Bragndino's Bncoegsnr telling 
him rliat the Sultan, like all new Snltanj, iiad a 
strange wMm. He had taken a fancy to the rock 
which was culled Cyprus. It would be a gracious 
act on the part of Venico to make hia Master a 
pmont of the islajid. The Grand Viilcr also hlnteil 
that a handsome gift to himsElf might help to make 
them alt as great frip-uda, as he would wtsh.^ But 
the new ambaimador, BarbaTUr was se wanting in 
a sense of favours he had not replied and the in¬ 
dignant Mchmed Sofcolli felt such black ingratitude 
shonld meet with ita own fitting pnuiahment. 

Thus it happened that at the aecond divtm all 
tlicso great Patihas were agreed. They debated 
how tliey should begin tc take Cyprus, and one, 
■whom the Sultan loved, said: 

“ O Great and Glorious Sultan t send Cahat 
Chacuah to the Serenity whiolr is at Ycniee,^’ 
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They began to write by tlie light of the moon and 
the so long bad tbeir ^unelt la^ted^ ftud 

they givve the letter to the Cavfbaa. 

Whfiu he wiyi jaeann^ the ItlaLto, Gubat begai^ 
to wonder how he abenld make his salutations and 
gild tbe words oE hie message loHt the Serenity cut 
ctt. biK head. 

How lares it with yoUj Scremtr> who are the 
Great Doge of the fhanks t SoUan sends tou 
his salaams. He clfiHircs that yon make him a 
present of Cyprus the Eenowned. But it you will 
not do this willinglyj. the great and gtaiiouH Selim, 
will make war upon you.” 

The Chaoo.sh waa ao lO'ng in rctiirmng to Oen- 
ataiitinople that the Sultan and hie Bashas o£ tails 
began to be anxioue and anDoyed. They were 
wondering and waiting and scudintr out mo9SGBj|;3r£ 
to moet Oubat till at liuit ho arrived- 

*'■ O Great Out 1 Tour Borvant 3s present and 
brings yon news. The year has twelve mbnthe 
and thirtoen m,ooiia. The iuJldela will no-t i^ivo up 
Cyprus to you. The dogs say they have brave 
mon bo Cght, Yon will send your JaniHariofl i 
they will send womfin." 

Then epoko the anooncl Taeha, Baying,— 

O my Sultan 3 Yon must covor the B^a with 
Ahipa/' 

And the third Pasha also, 

" Fill the heavens, 0 mighty Sultan with the 
flashing of swords. Ou the 23rd April, the Feast 
of St. George, you will Ball against Cyprus/’ 

Thou they began to mate weapons with great 
hasto and to connt their army. Th^' had 120,000- 
mfttt, whom they shipped On to frigates, gallioti 
and smaller craft to the number ol thicE liundrod 
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*rwi foTty'-aig-M. At Eaate^—that telng an wiiftpi- 
cious aaasoa—they atartefl for Qyprag, and afilling 
lika the Trind covered a thousand nulcfi in a i^ute, 
'They brouglit atl liiEir sjmy to the Island in t^ro 
jemmoya. When the iSnJleyii came in siltrht of 
the Fort at Paphos, if yon had dean there, yon 
have seen how all the btave men t-urnetl 
pale and the afll<liera and the httle children were 
white y1.tb few. 

Lftla Mnatapha wm all tor attacking Famagusta 
hut hia spies brought him news that the capital 
\fa£ verr weak, flo he turned his eonrne and marched 
on Ifioofiia. It took forty-two days to vanquish 
that city and it was given up for three inore to 
rohhers and muidcroes : 20,000 perwiag were put 
to tha aword. Then, like loouatg, the great Turkish 
army awarmed over the plain to Famagusta, They 
besieged tbo port tor elftvon mom ha, and when it 
wwf given up to them, they slew the bravo gairison 
and flayed alive the Yenetifln leader Maro’ Antonio 
Fragadino.

Unhappily also £or thaiu, 
fiupxoinQ authority Traa iu the handA of Ificolo 
Dandolo, a man. whose ineptitude waa so app*rHUt, 
his sijpinaneas so ^arini^ that it wged on tftachary. 
In cO'DsequeuDe there were jealousioflj <iuorreJs and 
fatal di^agreemeuts aukon^ the LeaderSr Though 
Dandolo’s term of office was nettrly at an ond, the 
Senate permitted him to eontinue in tho moat 
i/nportant pMt in Cyprus. He was “ the toot and 
reason (as everyone eayaj of the min of the realm..” 

The oitizans were filled with [tiamay when war 
was declared. They beieonhod EoavoB. to help 
them, and to their undying honour, the. Tjatin 
Bishop of Paphos, Contarini, in aoldjor’s garh^ 
and the Superior ol the Carmelites, crueiflx in handr 
upheld the coutago of the besieged ty word and 
.deed. 

Three years previouaiy Venice had decided to 
fortify the tapltsl with banks of earth faced with 
Btone aod had reduced the ouefliuto of the 
city. But the walls had not noarly roaehed Iho 
height intended, nor were the fosses dug out below. 
The defeuoes were inadatiuate ; the bastioua msnfd- 
oieutly manned. Though Uandolo had declared the 
basUons to be “ so many mountaius,^^ as the hraTC 
^rriaon dwindled in mmibcrs the Turks scaled them 
again and again leaving behind on the ramparti tbo 
red flag of ciMoent aad star. The flrut standard 
bearer who planted the Ottoman flag on the walls of

At the namo time the fosse 
was planted with trees. Most welcome greenery 
amongst ohl walls, but flcarcely crinipfinsatmg lor 
other oUences at negicnt and dcmolltien. 

Jfaniagnsta was in a moeh bettor stato o£ pro¬ 
tection. Its n-alls, varying from 13'30 feet in thick¬ 
ness were considered inipregiiable, provided the 
garrUou was siiEflcicntly large to hold them against 
tho eapiny^ The cita^lel, built on a slight emineuco, 
had been fiLirrminded by a deep out oi^t ot the 
natural xoet, whichi wiien filled mth water, com¬ 
pletely Lsolttte^i it SK if it were an island. “ The 
enecinte i£ one of the most beautiful and complete 
hequeathcii to posterity by the ongineers of tha 
EenfiJssaitee-^' 

Btrong walls ont&idie and bravo defoudere within I 
If only help had come I Iliit the treo|is uf the 
Republic- in alliaace with those of Spain and of the 
Poi)c failed them at the most oricioal juncture, VV hen 
the combined floct readied Greto on its way to 
Gyprtuf, nfiwK was brought o£ the fall o£ the capital. 
Instead of sailing then and th^re to the nssistance 
of the beleaguered garrison of PamagustA, os waa 
ndvijifid by most members ol the war council, Dorla

aad with all tlio most hciiutiful inaidcus and youths 
as ail offlering to the Sultnu and his non llojcadr 
But the courage of n noble womati defrauded the 
Tnrh-H of tills treasuKj lor she set a liglit to Hie 
jiovdcr barrels and every soul on bourd both ships 
Tvas saapt into eternity. 

And the. beautiful Fianldsh oltywaa ruined lor all 
time. Ifothing remains lo-day but memorials of 
itfi past grandeur and ot that tmmeudous siege.

Ones loo ill tlie matesliift Mufieufn^ wideli ’was once 
an aiioient church, Tbero ia the tomb of Jumbalatj 
the Turhiflh WLLiTlor, who i^'as laid to rest at the 
bottom ot a deep pit amuiigat- cninabliug waJlSj 
where tiny lamps lit by the EattlifnI flicker dimly 
and a saciid olive tree aproad-H its shelterinf; branebas 
over tbe grave. Here, Eiaya tredition, l-he VeuetiftOB 
liad a huge revolving wheel spiked ’rvith tniveSf 
nn whiidi they flung the Turks as they scaled llio 
■wiillK till that hoTrlblo abyas ’mis choked ’with 
dismembered dead. Tlierc is the maosoleuni of 
the famous Lala Mnstaphaj who conducted the siege 
and who died subsequently in CypmSr It is without 
tho wallSj at thn corner of tlie Latnaoa road and 
faces the Land Gate of 'Pninagiiata. Thia cutranee 
in perhaps the oldeftt portion of the fortress alter 
the Citadel- The fine, open arth facing fiouth 
towards the ue’w town jud suburb ef ‘Varosliia is 
lymnocted with the highway by a bridge that spant 
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tbe lojuc. Over it paaii long traiDB ol ciunxiils l^eu 
with prodnoo for erpOrt to Blgypt, and Turkisli 
women, singljf or Lu groups, mn^e^d ia white eb^- 
cliafit. 

The round tOwor of the Water Gate looks Jar out 
to ftoa. It is wholly VeuetiaJij purt Italian Eo- 
naijisiince in stylo and lom^, and tho marble for the 
building of the portal was brought from SaJf unift 
as. late OB 14^6+ Over this, the only other gate 
PamoguKta over Lod^ is a square plaque with tho 
winged lion of St. Mark soolpturod upon it in bas^ 
relief,

But wateh awhile when the sun ia setting and 
his worm glow touohoa tho grim walls gently, 

. deepening the hues Time boa painted on them. 
Tli& ruined church, of St. Peter and St-. Paul will bw 
lit up brilliantly as if tor veapere, and the great 
mosque, that once was a cathedra!, nunaina quite 
^lark.
